United goes to 
battle with SF over 
partner benefits

U nited Airlines filed suit in federal 
court Friday, August 28 seeking a pre¬ 
liminary injunction to keep it from 
having to provide some benefits to its 
employees with domestic partners. U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Claudia Wilken has sched¬ 
uled a status conference this Friday, Septem¬ 
ber 4, and a hearing on the preliminary in¬ 
junction has been set for October 2 at the 
federal court in Oakland. 

United’s action makes it the first passen¬ 
ger airline to fight the city’s landmark equal 
benefits ordinance. While a lawsuit was filed 
last year by the Air Transport Association 
(ATA), which represents virtually all U.S. air 
carriers, United’s action was necessary to 
force Wilken to rule on the one remaining 
issue that has not been litigated - whether it’s 
so burdensome to provide domestic partners 
with benefits, such as bereavement leave and 
equal flight benefits, that the airline would be 
forced to stop flying to San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Airport (SFO). 


Wilken upheld the bulk of the city’s law in 
April, when she ruled the city can require 
companies doing business with the city to 
provide benefits to domestic partners of its 
employees if those benefits are offered to 
spouses. The one exception concerned health 
and pension benefits, which Wilken said the 
airlines do not have to offer. The judge ruled 
that “due to the city’s monopoly position as 
an airport proprietor,” the Employment Re¬ 
tirement and Income Security Act (ERISA), a 
1974 federal law regulating benefits, pre¬ 
empts San Francisco from requiring airlines 
to offer health and pension benefits. 

“On Friday, United became the first pas¬ 
senger airline to sue the city and county of 
San Francisco to avoid having to provide 
benefits like bereavement leave and family 
medical leave,” said Dennis Aftergut, deputy 
city attorney, who serves as lead counsel on 
the case. 

In March 1997, United and fne city 
reached an agreement that the airline would 
decide by August 30, 1998 whether it would 
comply \vith the equal benefits ordinance.

Stop AIDS 
Project 
warns of 
candyman 
scam

I h oh. “The candyman is back,” ac- 

| cording to Timothy Leifield, exec- 
%&• utive director of the Stop AIDS 
Project (SAP). 

An unidentified man has been seen 
recently in the Castro neighborhood 
selling candy bars under the pretense of 
raising money for SAP, but officials at 
the HIV/AIDS prevention organization 
say they don’t have such a fundraiser, 
and stress that their trained volunteers 
who do talk to people on the streets 
never sell items to the public. 

Leifield told the Bay Area Reporter 
the candy seller is “pretty dishelved,” 
may be homeless, and has been seen 
“two or three times” in the last year 
telling people he’s peddling candy to 
raise money for charity groups, includ¬ 
ing SAP. 

Leifield said it was important to 
alert the community that the man’s 
claim is bogus.

T he lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender 
(LGBT) community has held a politi¬ 
cal march in the nation’s capital three 
times - 1979, 1987, and 1993 - but 
planning to repeat that effort in 2000 has 
been slowed by missteps and a growing cho¬ 
rus of criticism. 

The Millennium March on Washington 
for Equal Rights (MMOW) - scheduled for 
April 30,2000 - was announced on February 
4, 1998 by the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC) and the Universal Fellowship of Met¬ 


ropolitan Community Churches (UFMCC). 

A nonprofit organization to oversee the 
MMOW was recently incorporated in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. with a 15-person board (nine of 
which have already been elected) including 
four co-chairs. (See sidebar, page 15, for a 
complete listing.) 

Creating change? 

The idea for the Millennium March was 
originally discussed by lesbian comic- 
turned-producer Robin Tyler, at the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF) Cre¬ 
ating Change Conference in San Diego in 
November of 1997, and was announced in 


one of the conference sessions by Nicole 
Ramirez-Murray of the National Latino/a 
Lesbian and Gay Organization (LLEGO), 
now a co-chair of the march. 

NGLTF Executive Director Kerry Lobel 
recalls that the idea received a less-than-en- 
thusiastic response at Creating Change; 
Eileen Hansen, a San Francisco community 
organizer who attended the conference, also 
recalls that there “was not much interest” ex¬ 
pressed in the idea at that time. 

After the conference, Tyler reportedly 
suggested the idea to other organizations, 
namely the HRC and UFMCC. 

“The person whose idea this was came to 
Creating Change and asked people for their ad-

From corporate 
attorney to drag diva 

Hawaiian Matt Yee brings show to Castro

| j| onolulu native Matt Yee in¬ 
vites San Franciscans to join 
him as he brings the diversi¬ 
ty of the islands to the mainland 
next week with his outrageous and 
touching new performance, The 
Diva Show. Yee will perform the 
tribute to strong women next Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, September 11-12 
at Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco, to benefit 
the California Men’s Gathering 
(CMG) Scholarship Fund. 

Last year, this ASCAP award¬ 
winning openly gay singer, song¬ 
writer, and pianist garnered ova¬ 
tions for his Aloha From Hawaii 
cabaret show, which mixed hula, 
chant, original and popular songs, 
and incisive humor and stories. 
Yee is Hawaii’s foremost gay 
cabaret artist whose solo shows 
regularly sell out in Honolulu. He 
was born and raised in Hawaii 
and currently makes his home 
there when he’s not touring with 
the show or his popular island 
music group, The Mattaio Band. 
The band has had four top-five 
hits on radio stations there. 

“My shows bring together 
many different facets of my heart,” 
said Yee. “I take stories from my 
growing up in Hawaiian culture, 
gay culture, a Chinese-American 
family, then add music by and 
about strong women, my original 
songs, and a little island humor. 
It’s like a big gay luau. There are 
definite moments of spiritual sad¬ 
ness and belly laughter wrapped 


inside a size 20 lavender dress!” 

Yee’s shows appeal to just 
about everyone; men, women, 
queers, the leather community, 
and straight people have all greet¬ 
ed his performances enthusiasti¬ 
cally. He said that San Francisco 
leatherman and square dance 
caller Ron Masker has even laid 
down his whip in tribute at one of 
his performances. “ The Diva Show 
features our favorite songs and 
stories by and about the women 
who have affected us,” said Yee. 

The Honolulu Weekly recently 


featured Yee on its cover with the 
following recommendation, 
“Turn the world on. We’ve talked 
up Matt Yee’s many performance 
talents in the past, but we have to 
be honest: The thing that keeps us 
coming back is the way his cabaret 
performances always manage to 
take kitsch to the level of the sub¬ 
lime. Hence our applause for his 
latest venture, The Diva Show...” 

Yee said that at first, he didn’t 
appreciate the “world of diversity” 
of his experiences and life. “But 
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Prisoner advocates 
highlight medical 
neglect; concert planned

11 ngela Davis will host a ben¬

The Artists 
Unite for Prisoners’ Rights concert 
will feature Me’Shell Ndegeocello, 
Ani diFranco, John Trudell, and 
Mad Dog, in an 8 p.m. show at the 
Berkeley Community Theater. 

The situation for HIV-positive 
prisoners in California has recent¬ 
ly attracted media attention, as 
advocates have redoubled their ef¬ 
forts to improve healthcare be¬ 
hind bars. On July 27, the HIV in 
Prison (HIP) Committee of Cali¬ 
fornia Prison Focus called on the 
state Senate Select Committee on 
Prison Management and the Joint 
Committee on Prison Construc¬ 
tion and Operations to focus on 
the medical treatment of HIV¬ 
positive prisoners at California 
State Prison, Corcoran during leg¬ 
islative hearings. A similar letter 
was sent to the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections (CDC). 

HIP described what the organi¬ 


zation refers to as “medical ne¬ 
glect,” and requested that all pris¬ 
oners with HIV/AIDS be trans¬ 
ferred to other prison medical fa¬ 
cilities that can “humanely and ad¬ 
equately” meet their medical needs. 

The letter followed HIP’s fifth 
investigative visit to the prison and 
news of the death of a prisoner 
with HIV. Corcoran houses more 
than 200 HIV-positive men, ac¬ 
cording to HIP’s Judy Greenspan. 
Some of the substandard condi¬ 
tions highlighted by HIP include 
waits of four to she weeks to see a 
doctor, two- to three-week delays 
in refilling prescriptions for HIV 
drugs, inadequate pain manage¬ 
ment, and infrequent monitoring 
of viral load and T-cell counts. In 
addition, during this year’s record- 
breaking summer temperatures, 
prison cells were not adequately air 
conditioned, and some prison staff 
refused to issue ice to inmates. Un¬ 
like other inmates at the prison, 
those with HIV are escorted to and 
from the dining hall, thus violating 
their confidentiality. 

HIP held a press conference 
and speak-out on July 29 on the 
steps of the state capitol building 
in Sacramento, followed that 


evening by a meeting at the Web¬ 
ster Street YMCA in Oakland. At 
the meeting, Ezra Davis, a person 
with AIDS who spent 10 years in 
the state correctional system, said 
that the CDC “has no idea how to 
treat prisoners with HIV, and they 
are indifferent.” Prisoner advo¬ 
cates described similar conditions 
at the Central California Women’s 
Facility in Chowchilla. 

According to Greenspan, no 
progress has been made since the 
letter was sent, and HIP’s “de¬ 
mands are being ignored.” She said 
that the CDC claims that prisoners 
are receiving good care. Greenspan 
hopes that while legislators are in¬ 
vestigating the issue of brutality in 
state prisons, they will “tie in the 
issue of medical neglect.” ▼

AFP broadens 
‘family’ programs

J ou don’t necessarily need 

» kids to have a family. 

That’s the idea behind 
new programs this fall planned by 
the Alternative Family Project 
(AFP), a San Francisco organiza¬ 
tion that offers programs, support 
services, and counseling for chil¬ 
dren, couples, individuals, and 
families with lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgendered members. 

AFP Director Marcia Perlstein 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
group’s programs this fall will re¬ 
flect a broader definition of a 
“family.” 

“We’re expanding our notion 
of family,” Perlstein said, “because 
while there’s been a wonderful 
‘gayby’ boom, while lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgendered peo¬ 
ple are bringing children into the 
world in all kinds of ways, there 
are also couples and singles who 
are trying to come into extended 
families.” 

That topic is first featured as 
AFP’s fall forums begin Wednes¬ 
day, September 16 with “Creating 
Extended Family,” a session about 
people who expand their families 
with non-immediate family 
members or others in their com¬ 
munity who need the support of 
an extended family. 

On October 7, a forum for 
prospective parents titled “Con¬ 
sidering Parenthood” will present 
“options and avenues” for singles 
or couples to consider if they want 
to become parents. 

AFP’s traditional “We Are 


Family” support group for indi¬ 
vidual gay men is expanded into 
“We Are Family Too,” a forum on 
November 4 for queer couples to 
gather and speak about issues rel¬ 
evant to them and their families. 

On December 2, AFP will host 
“LGBT Family Chat: What is 
Family?” This forum gives people 
a chance to talk about who they 
are and what they’re doing in liv¬ 
ing, supporting, loving and nur¬ 
turing each other. 

“We decided to devote one 
forum to defining ourselves,” Perl¬ 
stein said. “What does ‘family’ 
mean in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgendered community, 
and where do singles and childless 
couples fit into the concept of 
families?” 

One of AFP’s final programs of 
the year, scheduled for December 
9, is called “Queer Storytelling: 
The International Family Con¬ 
nection.” The idea for this forum 
came from a storytelling festival 
that ran parallel to the Gay Games 
in Amsterdam, where Perlstein 
heard people from around the 
world tell their stories of coming 
out. 

“We heard from a number of 
people whose own families beat 
them beyond recognition, or 
turned them into the police, just 
because of their sexuality,” Perl¬ 
stein said. “That’s just one end of 
the continuum, but even here in 
our own country, families of ori¬ 
gin can really cause people a lot of 
grief. There are also wonderful 
families of origin who do things 
like march in parades, join P- 
FLAG, and other things like that. 


“That whole range of dramat¬ 
ic examples got me thinking that 
we have a lot healing to be done, 
and there can be a lot of pain 
caused by families of origin both 
in our own country and overseas.” 

AFP’s forums typically feature 
a panel of people who have expe¬ 
rienced situations related to the 
forum topic, as well as a few pro¬ 
fessionals who have expertise on 
the subjects at hand. Perlstein said 
panel members share their stories, 
then a dialogue begins with other 
panel participants. 

AFP asks forum participants to 
donate $5 to $10 for the forums, 
but nobody is turned away for 
lack of funds. 

AFP also coordinates ongoing 
support groups, including groups 
for gay men and lesbians, 
prospective parents, lesbian and 
bisexual moms, lesbians of color, 
transgenders in transition, trans¬ 
gendered parents, and some sep¬ 
arate groups in the East Bay. 

Even though AFP is reaching 
out to new types of families, the 
group’s mission remains to “help 
people create families and to live 
in them,” Perlstein said. 

In addition to utilizing AFP’s 
services or participating in its 
programs, AFP also welcomes in¬ 
terested people to participate in 
its community advisory commit¬ 
tee, which works to continue de¬ 
veloping its array of programs. V

D imensions, a newly formed 
health clinic in San Francis¬ 
co serving lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, queer, and

The Dimensions Clinic offers 
a variety of services including pri¬ 
mary care, check-ups, immuniza¬ 
tions, gynecological exams, and 
sexually transmitted disease 
(STD) and HIV testing, at the 


Castro-Mission Health Center at 
3850 17th Street. It is open every 
Thursday evening. 

The facility “was created to ad¬ 
dress clear evidence that queer 
youth are particularly unlikely to 
seek medical services. ... At Di¬ 
mensions, queer youth can obtain 
medical care and mental health ser¬ 
vices with confidence that the staff 
are trained in and sensitive to their 
needs,” according to a statement 
from city public health officials.

Department of Public Health, 
Health Initiatives for Youth, the 
Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center (LYRIC), and 
New Leaf.

Search underway as AIDS org. E.D. exits 

Annette Brands 
leaving Project Inform

A national search is underway 
at San Francisco-based Pro¬ 
gs? m ject Inform, following the 
announcement from Executive 
Director Annette Brands that 
she’s leaving the HIV/AIDS treat¬ 
ment advocacy organization at 
the end of February. 

Brands, an open lesbian who’s 
led the agency for five years, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that she ex¬ 
pects to see the transition 
through, and will take some time 
off to help her family’s business. 
She is not planning to leave San 
Francisco, and said, “I’m leaving 
for strictly personal reasons. 

“It’s a happy ending,” Brands 
added. “I feel I’ve accomplished 
my goals. I came at that classic 
time when Project Inform was a 
very grassroots organization.” 

Project Inform primarily pro¬ 
vides treatment information to 
thousands of people across the 
country through a toll-free hot¬ 
line staffed by volunteers. Found¬ 
ed by Martin Delaney in the mid- 
1980s when AIDS treatment and 
treatment information were prac¬ 
tically nonexistent, the agency has 
grown to a current annual budget 
of $2.3 million, which includes 
$300,000 worth of labor donated 
by its volunteers. People served by 
Project Inform represent the en¬ 
tire spectrum of the epidemic. Ac¬ 
cording to Project Inform, about 
half of the callers to the organiza¬ 
tion’s national HIV/AIDS treat¬ 
ment hotline are first-time callers; 
over 33 percent are women, while 
people of color make up about 25 
percent. Nearly 50 percent are vet¬ 
eran callers, many of them gay 
men who have historically been 
most closely identified with the 
epidemic and the organization’s 
history. 

Today Project Inform also pro¬ 
vides technical assistance to 
HIV/AIDS groups throughout the 
country, hosts an informational 
website, and holds town hall

meetings throughout the country. 

Delaney is still actively in¬ 
volved in the agency, and plans to 
remain so. He had only praise for 
Brands’s leadership. “I very much 
enjoyed collaborating with An¬ 
nette these five years,” said De¬ 
laney. “I can only hope we can 
find someone with comparative 
ability and finesse.” 

Among the things completed 
under Brands’s leadership were a 
recent move of the administrative 
offices, and developing the 
group’s board of directors to be¬ 
come a fundraising board.

According 
to the job announcement, the new 
position is set to start in January. 

“With an organizational cul¬ 
ture that encourages effective pro¬ 
gram activities while discouraging 
budgetary waste and redundant 
services, Project Inform is known 
for its low administrative costs 
relative to program activities. Its 
small but effective staff of 22, and 
loyal and highly skilled volunteer 
team of 190, provide services - 
free of charge - to over 100,000 
constituents annually,” the job de¬ 
scription stated. 

Project Inform is looking for 
an executive director who will 
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“time for a change.” He plans to 
move to Los Angeles to devote 
more time to his production com¬ 
pany. 

For the uninitiated, Pozole 
specializes in low fat Latin cuisine 
but is best known for its very 
handsome body beautiful waiters 
otherwise known as “Pozole 
Boys.” 

Contra Costa County murder 
defendant Josh Puckett had 
worked there and for a short time 
last summer lived in Ceja’s home 
with another Pozole worker. Dur¬ 
ing opening statements for Puck¬ 
ett’s first trial, Puckett’s attorney 
described Pozole as the “‘Hooters’ 
of the gay community.” Puckett 
told this reporter that Ceja was a 
positive influence on him, and 
that if he listened to Ceja and 
went back to school and got rid of 
his pager, he wouldn’t have gotten 
into the trouble he did. Ceja says 
the Puckett case had nothing to 
do with his decision to get out of 
the restaurant business. He says he 
got an offer from a buyer that was 
just “too good to refuse.” 

Pozole’s new owner takes over 
October 1. 

Ceja says although the new 
owner has the right to keep the 
Pozole name, he doesn’t know if 
he will or how the restaurant will 
change. 

Ceja has overseen all the de¬ 
tails of Pozole’s operation, from 
creating and changing the menu 
to supervising its elaborate decor 
changes. No doubt whatever be¬ 
comes of Pozole, for better or for 
worse, it won’t be the same. ▼

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TNDC to house 
youth with HIV/AIDS

H- he Tenderloin Neighbor¬ 
hood Development Corpo¬ 
ration (TNDC) has recently 
acquired a fire-damaged building 
in the Tenderloin and will provide 
permanent housing to homeless 
youth and young adults, including 
those with disabling HIV/AIDS. 

TNDC will develop the Ellis 
Street Support Housing Project in 
the building at 864 Ellis Street 
damaged by fire in October 1997. 
Construction will begin in late 
1999. 

The housing will be made 
available to people 18 to 24 or 25 
years of age, and will “definitely 
fill a big need for that age group,” 
said Cathy Cha, project manager 
for TNDC. It is also the first facil¬ 
ity of permanent housing for this 
age group in San Francisco as far 
as TNDC is aware, she added. 

In addition to the housing, res¬ 
idents will receive an array of sup¬ 


portive services from Larkin 
Street Youth Center, including 
case management, employment 
counseling, residential guidance, 
and HIV/AIDS services, accord¬ 
ing to TNDC. 

Larkin will also provide two 
part time residential peer advisors 
to assist the youth and connect 
them to services. 

The housing meets the mis¬ 
sion of TNDC in two ways, ac¬ 
cording to Cha. 

It is consistent with the 
agency’s community development 
strategy of obtaining property at 
the perimeter of the neighbor¬ 
hood, where housing is expensive 
due to gentrification, to maintain 
affordable housing stock in the 
area. 

Second, offering supportive 
housing to residents is critical to 
serving a low-income population 
- more than 80 percent of 
TNDC’s residents make between 
0-30 percent of the area median 
income. 


“We know that housing alone 
is not enough,” Cha said, com¬ 
menting about TNDC’s commit¬ 
ment to helping those most in 
need. 

Homeless youth will also be 
employed in various phases of the 
construction project. 

TNDC is in the process of se¬ 
curing funding for the project, 
and capital funding is being 
sought from the San Francisco 
Mayor’s Office of Housing, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Afford¬ 
able Housing Program, Low In¬ 
come Housing Tax Credits, and 
private donors. 

Applications for tenants will not 
be solicited until late in 1999. T 


TNDC can be reached at (415)

been promulgating for years. It is justice 
- not “special rights” - for ho¬ 
mosexuals to have the same 
taxation and representation as 
heterosexuals. It is justice for 
us to expect that the'people that beat us and 



kill us will be prosecuted. It is justice for us 
to be treated fairly and impartially in hous¬ 
ing, employment, education, services, 
marriage, and parenting. 

It is obstructing justice, therefore, 
when the Republicans and so-called 
religious types seek to block equality. 
Dick Armey, Jesse Helms, Trent Lott, 
etc., and those who have curried their 
favor (Pat Robertson, Gary Bauer, 
James Dobson, etc.) have 
grown fat from the spoils of 
obstructionism, and it’s time 
they were brought - kicking 
and screaming, if necessary - to justice. T

H aving lived in Washington, D.C. for 
slightly more than 10 years now, I 
occasionally discover, with a jolt, 
just how jaded and inured I have become 
to what’s going on around me. 

But my self-erected wall of cynicism is 
not completely impenetrable. Every now 
and again, something will reach over the 
wall and touch me at my very core. Re¬ 
cently I had a shattering experience that 
went straight to my core and, I’m not 
ashamed to say, brought me to tears. 

It came in the form of an e-mail from 
my friend Bob Witeck. He and his business 
partner, Wes Combs, have a communica¬ 
tions agency here in the nation’s capital 
that, among other things, passionately 
works on behalf of a variety of gay and les¬ 
bian causes. Every time you turn around, 
Bob and Wes are there, moving our agen¬ 
da forward, putting their phenomenal 
skills and abilities to work on our behalf. 

It’s not unusual to receive an e-mail 
from Bob; he’s tireless in communicating 
his advocacy and his personal encourage¬ 
ment. With this message, however, he was 
simply passing on a story. It was the words 
of a mother - Leslie Sadasivan - talking 
about the suicide of her 14 year-old son 
after a four-year struggle to accept and find 
peace with his homosexuality. 

Here’s some of what she wrote in her 
story: 

“It was in 8th grade that Robbie made 
his first suicide attempt. His suicide note 
began with ‘Whatever you find, I’m not 
gay’ and ended with ‘Robbie Kirkland, the 
boy who told himself to put on a smile, 
shut up, and pretend you’re happy. It did¬ 
n’t work.’” 

The story goes on to explain how, after 
this first suicide attempt, Robbie started to 
see a therapist as his family rallied around 
him with love, acceptance, and support. 
But then come these heart-rendering and 
shattering words: 

“Robbie’s suicide occurred four months 
after starting at an all-boys Catholic 
preparatory high school. Because his high 
school was large, he had high hopes that he 
would not be picked on or singled out. In a 


letter to his close friend he wrote, “I yearn 
for high school, because there I’ll just be a 
face in the crowd and no one will notice me 
and I’ll be left alone.’ But he was wrong. We 
learned after his death that the harassment 
continued. After his death I found written 
on some of his notebook covers the words 
‘God Made Me This Way.’ [In his suicide 
note] Robbie wrote, ‘I hope I can find the 
peace in death that I could not find in 
life’ and he asked for us to pray for 
him and to remember him.” 

I think this letter should be 
breaking news, and the statistics 
that go with it should be embla¬ 
zoned across every newspaper and 
magazine in the country. When 
those who should know 
tell us that as many as 
one in every three 
teenage suicides in this 
country can be directly at¬ 
tributed to despondency at being gay or 
lesbian - then that’s a national tragedy, and 
we need to be doing something about it. 

Fortunately, there are groups like the 
Gay Lesbian Straight Education Network 
(GLSEN) and Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays (PFLAG) who have, indeed 
taken up this cause. But when, oh when, 
will we learn that every time a congres¬ 
sional representative or state legislator 
stands up and speaks of homosexuality as 
a “sickness” or a “sin” another one of our 
precious children is unable to cope with 
the despair? When will we learn that every 
time a fundamentalist preaches a doctrine 
of conversion from the “choice of a gay or 
lesbian lifestyle” another teenager decides 
that life is no longer worth living? 

This is why it’s essential to elect gay and 
lesbian legislators and officials. We need 
funding for centers and clinics and pro¬ 
grams to provide counseling and support 
and encouragement. My friend Glenn 
Kaufhold is the director of development 
for the Fenway Community Health Center 
in Boston. One of the programs offered is 
a telephone peer counseling service for gay 
and lesbian teenagers, a shining example of 
what can - and should be done. More than 
50 percent - yes, 50 percent - of the calls 
received come from outside the state of 
Massachusetts. And yet, funding for this 


program is touch-and-go as the center en¬ 
deavors to support all its programs. 

If we believe - gay, lesbian or straight - 
that children represent our future, then 
Fenway Community Health Center and all 
the programs across the country endeavor¬ 
ing to help gay and lesbian teenagers from 
committing suicide should be fully funded. 

That’s why we need to help the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund elect highly qualified 
openly gay Democrats like Jarrett Barrios 
and Liz Malia to the Massachusetts Legisla¬ 
ture; Ed Sedarbaum and Tom 
Duane to the New York state 
Senate; Mark Pocan to the Wis¬ 
consin state Assembly; Jim Gra¬ 
ham for the District of Colum¬ 
bia City Council; and Eve¬ 
lyn Mantilla to the Con¬ 
necticut Legislature. 
That’s why we need to 
help the Victory Fund 
elect highly qualified openly gay Republi¬ 
cans like Steve May running for the Arizona 
Statehouse, and David Catania running for 
the District of Columbia City Council. 

When we elect Victory Fund candidates 
Tammy Baldwin, Susan Tracy, Christine 
Kehoe, and Grethe Cammermeyer this No¬ 
vember to join Barney Frank and Jim 
Kolbe in the United States Congress, then 
we will provide additional gay and lesbian 
role models for our children who need to 
know that they are not alone. Our country 
and our young people deserve gays and les¬ 
bians who have served their country with 
honor, who have walked through the fiery 
pit of bigotry and hate, who have run but 
not yet grown weary. 

And so, I dedicate this column to the 
memory of Robbie Kirkland. In the words 
of the poet, Robbie has slipped the surly 
bonds of earth, And danced the skies on 
laughter-silvered wings, Put out his hands, 
and touched the face of God. 

For those of us who remain, however, 
God’s work on earth must truly be our 
own. ▼

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Barebackwords

Sinful glamour for gays 

It seems to me that discussions about “bareback¬ 
ing” are being needlessly inflamed by a subtle form of 
homophobia. No, this is not intended to 
fuel Mr. Criswell’s freedom-to-fuck argu 
ment [“Response and Responsibility, Guest 
Opinion, August 27]-, it’s much more basic 
than that. 

Ponder this: for many heterosexuals, 
unprotected sex is seen as a birthright, 
and introducing HIV into the picture 
sometimes doesn’t change that sensibil¬ 
ity very much, at least not nearly as 
much as it has for gay men. That is, poz hets have 
much less subculture-based pressure to Do The Right 
Thing. They don’t have community newspapers con¬ 
stantly driving the message home. They don’t have 
prevention outreach saturating Union Street as we do 
on Castro. In short, there is no equivalent clamor 
about infected heterosexuals who don’t fuck safely. In 
public health discussions, they are mentioned in the 
most detached, emotionless terms, like “those who 
choose not to use protection.” Now contrast that with 
the accusatory screeching being aimed at gay men - 
even at those who usually play safely but may slip 
once in a great while. The difference is immense, and 
it fogs the whole issue. Prevention advocates would 
get a lot more mileage if they fully acknowledged why 
barebacking happens instead of just shrieking about 
how risky and sinful it is. 

In most of the straight world, the charged conno¬ 
tation of the term “barebacking” is virtually un¬ 
known, and the disparity in related imagery is so vast 
as to be nearly comical in one instance: there is actu¬ 
ally a condom, marketed mainly to straight men (you 
can tell from the photo on the box) which is part of a 
specialized product line - the kind that uses provoca¬ 
tive names like “Kiss of Mint,” et al. This particular 
model of condom is called the Bareback. That’s the 
name of the condom, not a cute equestrian reference 
and certainly not a gay-aware marketing ploy. (If you 
don’t believe me, open a box of Rough Rider con¬ 
doms and read the brochure inside.) 

Why is that word so innocuous (almost healthy- 
sounding) when it refers to straight sex, but so artifi¬ 
cially loaded with sinful glamour when used in a gay 
context? I think it’s because prevention advocates 
have until recently chosen the stupidest methods to 
reach their goals - guilt, cliches, alarmism, and inter¬ 
nalized homophobia rather than expansive, rational 
discussion about the power of the human sex drive. 
Years of these simplistic tactics have alienated so 
many sexually active people that the typical preven¬ 
tion message (which is usually aimed at an imbecile- 
level audience) often now produces little more than a 
giggle in many people. 

Lesbian comic Kate Clinton once joked that sex is 
better for Catholics because it’s dirtier. The same kind 
of mechanism is at work here. The difference is, it isn’t 
funny. A handful of superficially coolheaded seminars 
aren’t likely to quickly repair the damage that has 
been done by clueless ASOs that are just now figuring 
out that their earlier approach was all wrong.

I would like to thank the B.A.R. for fair and ob¬ 
jective reporting on the closure of Quest [“The Quest 
is over ...a case study of managed healthcare,” August 
27”], however I would like to clarify a few points ad¬ 
dressed in the article. 

The caption under the photo was incorrect. The 
procedure depicted was the placement of SoftForm 
Facial Implant, made of a polymer used safely for 25 
years in surgical procedures. This material has been 
incorporated into a unique insertion device and has 
offered a low risk, natural appearing way to correct 
HIV-associated facial wasting.

It has come to my attention that there has been an¬ 
other anonymous call to the B.A.R. from a patient of 
Dr. John Nienow who claimed he was turned away 
from Quest and also to have been denied prescription 
refills of his HIV medication. I want to assure the 
community that this is absolutely incorrect. We have 
been processing every request for refills from all pa¬ 
tients; I know the importance of uninterrupted pre¬ 
scription therapy in HIV and would never deny a pa¬ 
tient a needed prescription In addition, all patients 
who urgently needed to see a doctor-have been seen 
by myself or Dr. Campbell for the past six weeks since 
Dr. Nienow left Quest. Routine follow-up appoint¬ 
ments (i.e., not a medical emergency) have been re¬ 
ferred to UCSF where I was informed Dr. Nienow had 
begun working on August 1,1998. 

As an update, all medical records have 
[I been archived and are now in the posses¬ 
sion of each physician formerly associat¬ 
ed with Quest: 

Dr. John Nienow can be reached at 
476-6027; Dr. John Gilmore at 346- 
3081; Dr. Lisa Sterman at 771-1700; Dr. 
James Campbell will have retired Sep¬ 
tember 1,1998 after 30 years of exem¬ 
plary service to our community, and we all wish him 
well. 

I will continue my practice at the same location in

MTFs seek scientist’s head 

It was with great dismay that we read Simon 
LeVay’s offensive, misogynistic, heterosexist, and per¬ 
sonally insulting attempt to misrepresent transsexu¬ 
als in his “Queer Science” column on August 6 (head¬ 
lined “MTF Seeks MTF: Why?”). 

With his characteristically poor research and pseu¬ 
do-scientific attitude, LeVay immediately destroys his 
own credibility (or pretense thereof) by turning to a 
quack like Ray Blanchard of the Clarke Institute Of 
Psychiatry for alleged “insight” into the nature of 
transsexuality. If LeVay had done his homework, he 
would have noticed that the Clarke Institute’s pro¬ 
gram for adult transsexuals is part of its Forensic Di¬ 
vision, which focuses on studying violent sex crimi¬ 
nals. They are notorious for their extreme contempt 
towards transsexuals, who they view as just another 
variety of dangerous, perverted deviants to be studied 
like lab rats. As the only organization allowed to au¬ 
thorize Canadian Social Insurance payments for sex- 
reassignment surgery, they misuse their position to 
coerce patients into submitting to their abusive, un¬ 
ethical “treatment” practices. Additionally, the Clarke 
Institute’s Child And Adolescent Gender Identity 
Clinic is run by Kenneth Zucker, who specializes in 
forcing patriarchal social gender-stereotypes onto 
non-conforming children and adolescents in a delib¬ 
erate attempt to prevent them from growing up to be 
lesbian, gay, bi, or transsexual, with the simple justi¬ 
fication that “society doesn’t like it.” Zucker has also 
advocated the mutilation and forced gender “assign¬ 
ment” of intersex children. 

Later, LeVay grossly exaggerates the significance of 
Dr. Anne Lawrence’s post-op survey (sample size: 13), 
which, as she has repeatedly admitted, was strongly 
biased and not representative of transsexuals in gen¬ 
eral. 

Furthermore, LeVay presents a long-outdated and 
narrow-minded depiction of so-called “classic” (a.k.a. 
primary) transsexuals (those of us who have experi¬ 
enced Gender Dysphoria since childhood) by claim¬ 
ing that we all aspire to heterosexuality, and change 
our bodies “to achieve sexual relationships with het¬ 
erosexual partners,” thus implying that a female gen¬ 
der identity somehow requires attraction to men. Per¬ 
haps he would like to explain this idea to the tens of 
millions of born-female lesbians. 

The truth is that transsexuals (both MTF and 
FTM) can end up as lesbian, gay, bi, het, or asexual, 
just like anyone else. For example, we are both pri¬ 
mary transsexuals, transitioned very young (late teens 
and early twenties, respectively) and are both social¬ 
ly, emotionally, and sexually oriented towards women 
in general (and each other in particular). 

LeVay then demonstrates total ignorance and self- 
serving bias when he claims that transsexuality is 
merely a more extreme form of male homosexuality. 
This is a truly bizarre statement considering the per¬ 
vasive gay male obsession with machismo (as promi¬ 
nently featured in this newspaper.) 

Another group of men who arrogantly attempt to 
steal and distort transsexuality is Blanchard’s “autog- 
ynophiles,” who are not real transsexuals at all. They 
are the sexual/gender equivalent of someone with 
normal eyesight who decides to start wearing glasses 
in order to look more intellectual. 

They are simply clueless mien who abuse the avail¬ 
ability of hormones and surgery to fraudulently label 
themselves as “transsexuals.” 

Legitimate transsexuals are defined by our moti¬ 
vation to relieve the severe pain of Gender Dysphoria 
and to develop peace between our minds, bodies, and 
social gender recognition. It is extremely offensive 
and dangerous for LeVay to attempt to equate sin¬ 
cerely lesbian-oriented transsexuals with bogus, 
pseudo-TS “autogynephiles” pursuing their mastur- 
batory dress-up fantasies. 

Finally, with regard to ourselves, despite LeVay’s 
lurid, sensationalistic piece of trash, our general ori¬ 
entation and specific relationship are actually quite 
innocuous. We are both thoroughly female-identified 
and are both emotionally and physically attracted to 
women. We have similar interests, tastes, attitudes, 
and share values of honesty, devotion, commitment, 
and monogamy. We share kindness, generosity, con¬ 
cern, warmth, respect, and a gentle sense of romance. 
Our mutual transsexuality enables us with a unique 
acceptance and understanding; we can be totally open 
and trusting, and feel safe with each other. We can re¬ 
lieve our isolation and share the secrets that we hide 
from others; we can protect our right to privacy, and 
avoid being targeted for “politically correct” hatred 
and ridicule from the lesbian “community.” Our self- 
identification is completely sincere (and backed up 
with long- term experience), and our feelings are real. 

It is hideously ironic that a gay man writing in a 
gay publication would dare to condescendingly point 
to our gentle, loving relationship, and disparagingly 
brand it as some kind of narcissistic fetish and a kinky 
fantasy; such obvious, pseudo-scientific euphemisms 
for “perversion.”

Clinton 
a Boxer

hen Senator Barbara 
Boxer met her Republi¬ 
can challenger, state Trea¬ 
surer Matt Fong, in the first of 
two televised debates recendy, she 
tried to keep the focus on off¬ 
shore drilling, the women’s right 
to choice, HMOs, education is¬ 
sues, and campaign finance re¬ 
form. However, confirming her 
campaign manager’s worst fears, 
reporters and Fong spent the first 
15 minutes of the one-hour de¬ 
bate grilling the Democratic in¬ 
cumbent about President Bill 
Clinton’s admitted involvement 
with former White House intern 
Monica Lewinsky. 

Fong repeatedly sought 
to paint Boxer as a hyp¬ 
ocrite for being relative¬ 
ly circumspect in her 
comments about accusa¬ 
tions that the president 
was sexually involved 
with a former em¬ 
ployee and then 
lied to the 
country about 
it, after Boxer 
had strongly 

criticized Republicans like former 
Oregon Senator Bob Packwood 
and Justice Clarence Thomas 
over allegations of sexual harass¬ 
ment on their part. Boxer was a 
loud opponent of Supreme 
Court-designate Thomas and led 
a group of Democratic, women, 
Washington lawmakers on her 
now famous “Capitol Hill march” 
against Packwood when he was 
facing sexual charges before re¬ 
signing in 1995. 

One of four female Democrats 
first elected to the Senate in 1992’s 
“year of the woman,” Boxer be¬ 
came a prime target long ago of 
the GOP drive to pick up five Sen¬ 
ate seats and achieve a filibuster- 
proof 60-vote majority. With the 
latest California Field Poll show¬ 
ing Boxer and Fong in a dead heat 
at 45 percent each, most think 
that Boxer is in real trouble. De¬ 
mocratic leaders in campaigns 
across the country are closely 
watching this race, in particular 
because Boxer is seen as being so 
close to the first family: her 
daughter Nicole is married to the 
younger brother of First Lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, and 
the senator has, until now, at least, 
relied heavily on the fundraising 
capabilities of the first family to 
help raise badly needed re-elec¬ 
tion funds. 

The first three questions from 
the panel of reporters involved the 
Clinton-Lewinsky matter, and 
Fong clearly had the first-term 
senator on the defensive. “Bar¬ 
bara, your silence on this issue is 
nearly deafening,” he declared at 
the very beginning of the first 
face-to-face encounter of the ex¬ 
pectedly close campaign. 

At one point Boxer sought to 
close the discussion by saying, 
“We can stand under a cloud and 
get nothing done, or we can do 
what we have to do for the Amer¬ 
ican people.” 

By the end of the debate and a 
follow-up news conference, Boxer 
had gone beyond earlier state¬ 
ments that Clinton’s conduct was 
“wrong” and should have been 
confessed sooner; she said she was 
“disappointed” by Clinton’s “hor¬ 
rible mistake.” Asked what she re¬ 
quired of her own staff, she told

one reporter, “If I walked in and 
you were having sex with some¬ 
one in my office, you’d both be 
gone.” 

As for the debate itself, most 
political pundits - Democratic 
and Republicans alike - would 
probably agree that Boxer was 
poised, acted “senatorially,” and 
was not bothered by Fong’s re¬ 
lentless attacks. Fong, in contrast, 
appeared very uneasy during 
much of the hour, flubbed many 
of his answers - even though he 
was reading most of them - and 
looked amateurish as he repeated¬ 
ly referred to Boxer as “Barbara,” 
refusing to call her “Senator.” 

Moreover, the Boxer campaign 
is in much better financial shape 
than Fong’s, and reportedly plans 
to spend up to $3 mil¬ 
lion on television ads; 
the poll numbers could 
very well change after 
she gets her message 
on certain issues on 
television. Although 
Boxer currently has a 
strong possibili¬ 
ty of losing her 
seat, most 

think that 

once the voters 
start focusing in on the senate 
campaign, she will emerge with a 
slight lead as election day nears. 

Then again, although Fong 
told reporters he does not now 
plan to run TV ads linking Boxer 
to Clinton, some Republican 
campaign strategists said he 
“shouldn’t be expected to let the 
voters forget that Senator Boxer 
has a double standard when it 
comes to Republican sexual indis¬ 
cretions and when President Clin¬ 
ton’s well-known sexual habits are 
discussed. Don’t expect Matt 
Fong to back away from this 
issue.” 

It would be a shame if the lin¬ 
gering questions about Clinton 
hamper the senator’s attempts to 
switch the subject to Fong or her 
own accomplishments, and have 
hurt one of the best friends Cali¬ 
fornia has in general, and the gay 
and lesbian community in partic¬ 
ular, has in the U. S. Senate. 

One California Democratic 
party spokesperson went so far 
this week as to privately predict 
that “you won’t seen Barbara 
sharing a stage with the president 
again before election day; at least 
I would be very surprised to see 
that.” 

Politics and people 

Lieutenant Governor Gray 
Davis appears to be pulling away 
from Republican Dan Lungren in 
the race for governor, and many 
political analysts are saying that 
much of this is due to the feeling 
among many voters, even some 
Republicans, that it is “time for a 
change” after 16 years of Republi¬ 
cans in the statehouse. The latest 
Field Poll has Davis leading Lun¬ 
gren by 12 percentage points, and 
one Republican consultant was 
overheard in Sacramento last Fri¬ 
day commenting that “if Davis 
keeps this up, he might even save 
Barbara”; Lungren and the Re¬ 
publicans who kept George 
Deukmejian and Pete Wilson in 
the governor’s office are clearly 
worried. 

Trying to laugh away the 
mounting anger of the city’s Muni 
riders, Mayor Willie Brown last 
weekend joked to the Chroris Phil 
Matier on KRON-TV that “since

|| n 1991 my scientific report on 

differences in brain structure 

between gay and straight men 
attracted a lot of media attention. 
Since that time, I have received 
many letters about homosexuality 
and its causes, often expressing 
highly original ideas on the topic. 
I thought I would dedicate this 
column to airing som'e of these 
ideas. 

Mary G., a self-described “typ¬ 
ical housewife,” of Lowell, 
Arkansas, wrote: “When a male 
and a female come together in 
sexual union, the male’s positive 
charged orgasm is grounded in 
the female. When two males come 
together, one male’s positive 
charged orgasm has nowhere to 
go. It travels up the spine and fries 
or alters the memory in the brain, 
perhaps the areas you mention in 
your research. This sets off a 
lymph infection and may possibly 
give homosexual men that smell 
that I associate with them.” 

Cedric B. of Stockholm, Swe¬ 
den, wrote: “In luly 1942 I noticed 
sex changes in refugees trekking 
out of North Burma 
at the height of the 
monsoon. In Sep¬ 
tember I returned to Burma. 

This time I camped by a river 
and was able to feed fresh fish 
and the inner stem of the ba¬ 
nana tree to people 
twice a day. The men 
and women who be¬ 
haved as unisex be¬ 
came real men and 
women again. Sex 
changes are caused by climate and 
the spoilage of food.” 

Georgia N. of San Fernando, 
California, wrote: “In the summer 
of 1977 I attended a feminist 
camp in the San Gabriel Moun¬ 
tains. Everyone wore no clothes. I 
was surprised to find that 200 of 
the 205 women were lesbian. Ob¬ 
serving 200 naked lesbians made 
me acutely aware that they were in 
general very different from most 
women. They had lots of hair on 
their chests. I hope this informa¬ 
tion is helpful in your research.” 

James L. of Indianapolis, Indi¬ 
ana, wrote: “Over 10 years ago I 
was in a session with a gifted spir¬ 
itual channel and the following 
was revealed: If a homosexual 
were to complete the process of 
consciousness transition, their be¬ 
havior would move to the hetero¬ 
sexual mode. This can be done by 
chanting the word ‘HU’ 20 to 40 
minutes per day.” 

Eva S. of Jerusalem, Israel, 


wrote: “By the simple use of a 
pendulum one can train oneself 
to detect certain properties, ener¬ 
gies, vibrations or what you will. 
After having done this with 
dozens of people, 
imagine my sur¬ 
prise to find that one 
member of my family had 
an unusual polarity: it seemed as 
though he has TWO LEFT 
LEGS! Only years later 
did I find out that this 
boy is homosexual.” 

Esther A. of Tampa, 
Florida, wrote: “What 
if the lighting in nurs¬ 
eries where babies are put after 
they are born would perhaps be 
an influence, or a mother who 
works under fluorescent lighting 
while pregnant?” 

“No Name” of Wilmington, 
North Carolina, wrote: “Here you 
doctors go again! Come off your 
rocker and set those gay people 
free from their malicious social 
behavior. They have been abused 
somewhere, someplace, some¬ 
how!” 

Amy R. of Austin, Texas, wrote: 
“Is it possible the hypothalamus 
develops into a queer stage after 
they become queer? I know a girl 
who loved to eat sperm and got 
cancer in her stomach and had a 
great deal of it removed.” [She did 
not specify whether she referred 
to the sperm or the stomach.] 

Paul N. of La Porte, Indiana, 
wrote: “I have read your article 
concerning the hypothalamus of 
the brain. I do not believe you. I 
flew a torpedo bomber with a tor¬ 


pedo in the bomb bay. I flipped 
over during take off and the plane 
landed on me with a two thou¬ 
sand pound torpedo on top of me 
also. That crash changed the 
chemistry of my body. If I became 
weaker, why haven’t I become sen¬ 
suous?” 

Of course, I’ve also received 
my fair share of regular fan letters. 
Here are two examples: 

Sumbi D. of Nairobi, Kenya, 
wrote: “I am a 24-year old black 
Kenyan boy. Let’s be friends - 
friendship which is more than a 
pen-pals!”

“The first time I saw you was on 
the Donahue Show. Watching you 
gave me the most incredible hard- 
on I’ve ever had. Then I saw you 
again on Oprah. God, you drove 
me wild just sitting there spewing 
out all those big words like some 
kind of genius. I’m into all kinds 
of scenes, but what I really want 
to do with you is tie you up and 
beat the shit out of you. I hope 
I’m not being too forward or any¬ 
thing.” ▼

T wo widely varying views 
about lesbian and gay civil 
rights were presented in the 
Wall Street Journal in August. 

In an August 13 opinion piece, 
Yale computer science professor 
David Gelernter suggests a com¬ 
promise between lesbians, gay 
men, bisexuals and transgender 
persons (LGBT) and those oppos¬ 
ing their civil rights. While LGBT 
persons should not have the right 
to marry, he says, they should not 
face discrimination in housing, in 
being able to serve in the military 
or at work - “so long as they keep 
their sexual preferences to them¬ 
selves.” Referring to the recent ad 
campaign by religious-political 
extremists, which argued that 
LGBT persons can change their 
sexual orientation, Gelernter sug¬ 
gests a compromise: that LGBT 
civil rights “should be off the pub¬ 
lic agenda. We don’t want to see 
the ads. We don’t want to see the 
counter-ads.” 

In the Journal's August 20 
“Politics & People” column, Al¬ 
bert R. Hunt argues that conserv¬ 
ative Christians’ actions are influ¬ 
enced by political rather than reli¬ 
gious goals. “Whether on the of¬ 
fense or defense,” Hunt writes, 
“the religious right sets this pred- 
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icate: If you’re with them, you are 
a person of faith; if you are against 
them, you’re not.” Hunt writes 
that “demagogic intolerance is 
central to the religious right’s po¬ 
litical agenda, such as the diatribe 
against gays, a top priority. ... 
Now, there’s room for spirited de¬ 
bate between persons of faith over 
gay marriages, whether gays 
should serve in the military or 
be able to adopt children. But 
one’s opinions on these issues 
doesn’t determine 

whether or not one is a 
good Christian.” 

The first column’s 
assumptions and con¬ 
clusions are as shaky as 
the second’s are solid. 

Gelernter throughout 
makes sweeping asser¬ 
tions that attempt but 
fail to disguise failures of objective 
reasoning. For example, he argues 
that LGBT persons do not need 
marriage rights, that “if two ho¬ 
mosexuals want to live together in 
love and devotion, who’s stopping 
them?” No one, probably - but to 
date, every single state prevents 
same-gender couples from enjoy¬ 
ing the long list of financial and so¬ 
cial benefits accruing to heterosex¬ 
ual marrieds. Hunt’s column, in 
contrast, is thick with examples to 
illustrate his points. However 
much those organizing the current 
campaign against LGBT civil rights 
attempt to cloak their actions in 
scripture, he says, they have as 
much - perhaps more - of a polit¬ 
ical agenda than a religious one. 

Gelernter’s column repeatedly 
offered sweeping, unsupported 
and highly arguable assumptions. 
Please discuss with the Wall Street 
Journal how Gelernter’s column 
creates a lost opportunity for en¬ 
gaging in more informed and 
closely reasoned debate on the 
same topic. Please thank the 
newspaper and columnist Hunt 
for his thorough, example-rich 
look at how religious-political ex¬ 
tremists’ agendas often intersect 
more with the political than the 
religious.

‘Conversion’ therapy: 
blue smoke, fear, and 
mirrors? 

In the August 26 Newsday, au¬ 
thor Sandy Rapp examines the 
historical context for so-called 
“conversion” therapies - which in 
former decades often meant med¬ 
ical “treatments” such as electro¬ 
shock therapy. She links the one¬ 
time popularity of such treat¬ 
ments to a concurrent shift to¬ 
ward “thinking of homosexuals as 
‘sick’ rather than ‘sinful.’” Noting 
that “sinners” once were burned at 
the stake, she writes that seeing 
homosexuality as mental illness 
meant “one needn’t always set fire 
to the diseased. ... One didn’t 
have to fry the whole gay person, 
just the brain.” 

Medical treatments such as 
electro-shock now are almost uni¬ 
versally discredited, Rapp writes. 
However, “attempts at religion-in¬ 
duced conversions persist” - and 
are as ineffective: They often lean 
on sexual abstinence - but “be¬ 
having heterosexually is not the 
equivalent of being heterosexual. 
... Immeasurable harm can be 



done.” She concludes, “The pseu¬ 
do-medicine of religious ‘repara¬ 
tion’ is blatantly politicized by the 
Christian Coalition and others. 
Their strategy is fundraising 
through fear-mongering. In fact, 
ignorance is the only problem and 
education is the only answer.” 

Rapp’s column briskly exam¬ 
ines a still-underreported aspect 
of the “ex-gay” movement’s 
claim that LGBT persons can 
become heterosexual. 
She places the current 
foment by extremists 
for such religious-in¬ 
duced “conversions” 
firmly in its larger his¬ 
torical and scientific 
context. Therefore, she 
is able to state un¬ 
equivocally that such 
therapies not only are 
dismissed by almost all major U.S. 
psychiatric and psychological as¬ 
sociations but also are known as 
able to cause “incalculable” harm. 

Please express to Newsday the 
value of Rapp’s much-needed and 
still under- emphasized consider¬ 
ations in the “conversion” debate: 
That such “therapies” largely have 
been discredited because they do 
not work - and more important¬ 
ly, that they can inflict significant 
psychological damage on those 
they purport to help.

People’s growing up gay: 
The challenges - and the 
possibilities 

A lengthy report in the August 
17 People magazine examines the 
challenges of growing up as les¬ 
bian or gay. The article writes: 
“For America’s teenagers, coming 
out can be a harrowing - yet ulti¬ 
mately liberating - experience.” 
The magazine cites a 1995 poll of 
more than 4,000 students con¬ 
ducted by the Massachusetts De¬ 
partment of Education, which 
concluded that “the high school 
years are rife with abuse of homo¬ 
sexuals, some of it self-inflicted. 
Gay males and lesbians were five 
times more likely than straight 
kids to skip school out of fear for 
their safety.... Even more alarm¬ 
ing: According to the survey, a 
stunning 36.5 percent of gay and 
lesbian high schoolers try to kill 
themselves each year.” Nonethe¬ 
less, the article concludes, “De¬ 
spite all the obstacles, it is still 
possible to grow up gay, healthy 
and safe within the educational 
mainstream.” 

The article examines fully, but 
without sensationalizing, the many 
challenges that can face lesbian and 
gay youth. It cites the most author¬ 
itative studies and quotes people 
established as national experts. 
Through well-chosen interviews, it 
personalizes the story effectively. 
Finally, while not glossing over the 
statistical dangers facing lesbian 
and gay youth, it is careful to point 
out that with basic safeguards - 
school teachers and administrators 
refusing to tolerate homophobia 
from other students, for instance - 
it still is possible to grow up both 
gay and healthy. 

Please thank People magazine 
for this thorough, factual, and 
highly accessible examination of 
members of the LGBT communi¬ 
ty whose vulnerability and chal¬ 
lenges are outweighed only by 
their resiliency, determination, 


and courage.

Time magazine: ‘Gay films 
are moving into the 
mainstream’ 

Richard Corliss’s article in the 
“Arts/Cinema” section of the Au¬ 
gust 24 Time magazine begins 
with a familiar film scenario: 
“Fate, that impish old bitch, has 
thrown the smart one and the 
cute one in bed together for the 
first time.” The hook: both char¬ 
acters are men. Corliss character¬ 
izes the movie, Billy’s Hollywood 
Screen Kiss, as “a bubbly musical 
comedy romance ... as modest as 
it is beguiling.” But, he says, “the 
trend it represents has some heft 
to it. There are more gay-theme 
independent films than ever. ... 
And they aim to appeal to viewers 
of all sexual orientations. Gays 
have come out of the celluloid 
closet and into the movie main¬ 
stream.” 

Corliss qualifies that statement 
by noting that in mainstream 
films such as As Good As It Gets, 
gay men appear in “sympathetic 
but supporting roles,” while in in¬ 
dependent films, “which are made 
inexpensively for niche audiences, 
gays get star treatment.” Among 
examples he cites: The Opposite of 
Sex and Love and Death on Long 
Island. Just as important, Corliss 
writes, is that instead of ghettoiz¬ 
ing the gay experience, many of 
the new films integrate it into the 
larger society: “gays and straights 
laughing, loving, misunderstand¬ 
ing one another.” What Corliss 
calls “the new Gay Wave” has as its 
goal, he says, “to tear off the labels 
of stereotype, the better to con¬ 
sider the common fabric of our 
emotional lives.” Many of these 
films never are expected to draw 
the major box office of a Titanic 
or even a Full Monty, Corliss 
writes: “They appeal to people 
who are open to gays and to mod¬ 
estly experimental films. ... The 
point isn’t that everyone needs to 
see these films. It is that ‘out’ films 
are finally and fully out there.” 

With perception and insight, 
Corliss analyzes several recent and 
current releases to develop a snap¬ 
shot as detailed as it is entertain¬ 
ing of the advances the film in¬ 
dustry has made in portraying 
lesbians and gay men, and in its 
realistic inclusion of lesbian and 
gay characters in films, and its in¬ 
creased acceptance of films cen¬ 
tered on lesbian or gay characters.

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New group plans picket at United

f"<(, rganizers of a newly-form¬ 
ing group, Equal Benefits 
" Advocates (EBA), say one of 
their main objectives is to make 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) community 
aware of what they describe as 
“homophobic” actions on the 
part of United Airlines. The group 
will be holding a rally and 
demonstration in front of Unit¬ 
ed’s ticket office in downtown San 
Francisco Saturday, September 12. 

Jeff Sheehy, former president 
of the Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender Democrat¬ 
ic Club, is one of the founders of 
EBA, along with Carol Stuart and 
Geoffrey Kors. All three were in¬ 


strumental in helping draft the 
city’s equal benefits ordinance in 
1996. 

Last Friday, August 28, United 
filed suit in U.S. District Court 
seeking to block application of 
San Francisco’s equal benefits or¬ 
dinance. The law requires compa¬ 
nies doing business with the city 
to offer benefits to domestic part¬ 
ners of employees if those bene¬ 
fits are offered to spouses. (See re¬ 
lated story, page one.) 

“I feel like there’s so many at¬ 
tacks on our community that we 
need to mobilize,” Stuart told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “This needs to 
be the catalyst. It’s important we 
get out there and that our voices 
are heard.” 

Added Sheehy, “It’s time for a 
boycott. It’s pure homophobia.” 


United suit

The dispute stems from a $25 mil¬ 
lion contract covering kitchen and 
ground facilities at SFO that Unit¬ 
ed leases from the city. A media¬ 
tion effort between the city and 
United broke down on August 18. 

In her April ruling, Wilken also 
said that any airline seeking to 
avoid having to provide no-cost 
benefits would have to enter the 
lawsuit on its own, which United 
did last week. 

Not a sexual issue: United 

Gay activists and city officials 
were quick to criticize the giant 
airline, which handles thousands 
of flights out of SFO and is one 
the area’s largest employers. 

“We are very frustrated,” San 
Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “The 
city and county continued to offer 
United every opportunity to do 
the right thing. The list of Fortune 
500 companies now offering do¬ 
mestic partner benefits grows 
each week.” 

In fact, Merrill Lynch, one of 
the world’s largest financial ser¬ 
vices companies, said last week 


that it will begin offering domes¬ 
tic partner benefits to its employ¬ 
ees in January. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz said she 
was “very disappointed,” with 
United’s action. “I think it’s really 
offensive that they say they sup¬ 
port our community,” Katz added. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said he might check with the city 
attorney’s office to see about rein¬ 
troducing a resolution he made 
last year that would prohibit city 
employees from flying United on 
city business if a similar flight can 
be found on another airline. “I 
think it’s really unfortunate that 
United wants to deny people ben¬ 
efits,” said Ammiano. 

Civil rights attorney Geoffrey 
Kors, who helped draft the origi¬ 
nal law in 1996 with other mem¬ 
bers of the Harvey Milk Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender De¬ 
mocratic Club, agreed. “I think it’s 
amazing that United has separat¬ 
ed itself from every other airline 
and the only airline to attempt to 
overturn the judge’s order requir¬ 
ing them to provide no-cost ben¬ 
efits like bereavement leave,” Kors 
told the B.A.R. 

Kors has joined with fellow 
Milk Club members who worked 
on the law, Jeff Sheehy and Carol 
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funding companies

vice, they all said, ‘no,’ so the idea 
was shopped elsewhere,” said Lobel. 

The official February announce¬ 
ment of MMOW was met with a 
chorus of criticism from a variety of 
individuals and organizations, in¬ 
cluding some who now serve on the 
MMOW board of directors, as well 
as a grassroots group of individuals 
organized against the march, the Ad 
Hoc Committee for an Open 
Process (AHC). 

Diane Hardy Garcia, with the 
Lesbian, Gay Rights Lobby of 
Texas and a MMOW board mem¬ 
ber,'admitted, “I wasn’t pleased 
with it at first; I don’t think a lot of 
people were.” HRC Executive Di¬ 
rector Elizabeth Birch, too, ac¬ 
knowledges that there were prob¬ 
lems, stating that the initial an¬ 
nouncement was “done in haste at 
the beginning.” 

The B.A.R. left several mes¬ 
sages with staff of UFMCC for the 
Reverend Troy Perry over the last 
two weeks; he has neither re¬ 
turned calls nor designated that 
anyone call back to officially com¬ 
ment for the story. UFMCC staff 
members did provide some print¬ 
ed information. 

Realizing that the initial pro¬ 
posal was being met with resistance 
in the community, Birch took the 
concept of MMOW to an annual 
meeting of LGBT community or¬ 
ganization directors last April. 

At that meeting plans were 
made for a larger meeting in June 
of invited organizations, repre¬ 
senting some type of national 
constituency: 31 of 39 invitees at¬ 
tended. According to Birch, 
“Everything was on the table for 
discussion. 

“Except the decision to hold a 
march.” 

Ad hoc committee 

Meanwhile, a group of indi¬ 
viduals involved in organizing or 
participating in past marches 
began forming. 

The concerns of the AHC were 
perhaps most clearly expressed in 
an opinion piece, published this

year in community newspapers, 
written by Nadine Smith, a na¬ 
tional co-chair for the 1993 
March on Washington. 

In that document Smith stat¬ 
ed, “Currently, a huge segment of 
grassroots community leaders 
and many national groups be¬ 
lieves that this march is ill-timed, 
strategically weak, and coordinat¬ 
ed by people out of touch with the 
important work happening out¬ 
side Washington.” 

Mandy Carter, Field program 
consultant for the National Black 
Lesbian and Gay Leadership 
Forum, a group that withdrew its 
initial involvement in the Millen¬ 
nium March, said the AHC 
formed because “there had to be 
something to allow people with 
some concerns to have a vehicle to 
voice [those] concerns.” 

Hansen, a national organizer 
for the 1987 March, said, “I am a 
member [of the AHC] because I 
have deep concerns about this 
proposed march, and I feel the de¬ 
velopment of this march came 
from a very top-down approach.” 

Efforts to address these con¬ 
cerns at the MMOW June meet¬ 
ing were unsuccessful. 

One order of business at that 
meeting was the selection of exec¬ 
utive producer, responsible for 
day-to-day operations of the or¬ 
ganization as well as the overall 
event. The selection followed 
what was described as a competi¬ 
tive process and national search, 
although early documents on the

HRC and UFMCC websites re¬ 
ferred to Tyler as producer, execu¬ 
tive producer, or executive direc¬ 
tor five months earlier. 

Although three people had 
submitted resumes in time for 
that meeting, Tyler was the only 
one who made a presentation to 
the board. In early August, the 
board members officially select¬ 
ed her. 

Duane Cramer, MMOW 
board co-chair and member of 
the search committee, said Tyler 
was “definitely hired because of 
her experience with the move¬ 
ment and experience producing 
large events... she was clearly the 
best candidate.” 

According to Ann DeGroot, 
executive director of Out Front 
Minnesota, “Robin thought we 
need a march; she pushed it ... 
she did want to produce it, she 
was very clear.” 

Tyler was unavailable for an 
interview while her contract is 
being negotiated. 

Difference in approach 

AHC members will hold com¬ 
munity meetings, and sessions at 
the next NGLTF Creating Change 
conference in November, to dis¬ 
cuss the march. They will begin 
running ads stating their concerns 
in community papers this fall. 

That group articulates a differ¬ 
ent approach than MMOW board 
members, who say they seek to 
add individuals to their ranks 
who “represent large constituen¬ 
cies or networks.” They also plan 
to form a broader community ad¬ 
visory body. AHC members ex¬ 
pressed concern that the national 
agencies involved with the orga¬ 
nizing do not represent the grass¬ 
roots of the LGBT community. 

Hansen was among those who 
said the issues are symbolic and 
go to heart of the LGBT move¬ 
ment itself - “beyond the march 
to where the movement is at” - 
and Carter articulated that it is a 
question of the “haves and have 
nots,” and that this debate over 
the march may be good in a 
strange way to focus attention on 
the broader debate. 

Several AHC members said 
HRC exerted pressure - both di¬ 
rectly and indirectly - on the de¬ 
velopment of the march. 

“I’m really pissed off,” said 
Carter. “The HRC has admitted 
they did wrong more than 
enough times, but they are not 
going to change anything.” 

Lobel, on NGLTF and on the 
march board, told the B.A.R., 
“Certainly when a colleague orga¬ 
nization says, ‘we’re going to do 
something no matter what,”’ then 
you feel the pressure of that.” 

Birch acknowledged that the 
size of HRC - with a 1996-97 an¬ 
nual budget of $11.2 million and 
250,000 members nationally - 
might affect how other groups 
view them, and that “with that 
comes a special responsibility, but 
it also makes us a target.” She con¬ 
tinued, “once our colleagues be¬ 
came upset at the process, we 
completely let go,” and that she

was humbled.” She acknowledged 
that the march needs to be re¬ 
launched and repositioned, but 
asserted that it will move forward. 
“I would never apologize to the 
[AHC] over how the decision was 
made,” she said. 

“I want to get back to the in¬ 
credible spirit of the event,” Birch 
said. “I have no doubt that this 
will be exciting and successful.” 

DeGroot agreed, saying, “The 
march can be organized in a way 
that respects the grassroots move¬ 
ment. It is not going to create a 
grassroots movement. This is just 
a way to express the movement.” 

“I think that what most excites 
me is [the prospect of] seeing two 
million people who have made 
the journey to show their support 
and strength for equality,” said 
Cramer, a San Francisco gay man 
who also serves on the Names 
Project’s board of directors. 

As part of a change in ap¬ 
proach, the MMOW board will 
soon begin hosting community 
town hall meetings around the 
country and will seek to develop a 
leadership council, open to any¬ 
one in the community, to provide 
grassroots advice. The members 
also consider the MMOW board 
new and incomplete, and have 
held off on some decisions while 
they fill the vacancies. 

Thus, no decisions have been 
made regarding the budget or fi¬ 
nances other than that the goal is

(LGBT) bills passed out of 
both houses of the California 
Legislature this past week and 
currently reside on what is eu¬ 
phemistically known as “the gov¬ 
ernor’s desk.” But all of the effort 
and energy, hopes, dreams, and 
prayers don’t end with the bills’ 
passage through the legislative 
minefields. None of those efforts 
are rewarded, none of those

• AB 2156 by Fred Keeley, (D- 
Boulder Creek), extends the fil¬ 
ing time for all labor code com¬ 
plaints, including discrimination, 
from one month to one year. 

HIV/health-related bills: 

• Migden’s AB 1663 assists 
epidemiologists who need better 
HIV tracking and maintains es¬ 
sential confidentiality for HIV 
patients. While existing law re¬ 
quires names reporting for peo¬ 
ple diagnosed with AIDS, this bill 
requires the Department of 
Health Services to create a 
unique identifier system in order

dreams fulfilled, unless Pete Bar¬ 
ton Wilson signs them into law. 
The legislative session officially 
ended Monday, August 31. 

Bills “on the desk” that move 
California toward full and equal 
citizenship for all include: 

• Carole Migden’s (D-San 
Francisco) AB 1059, which re¬ 
quires healthcare insurers to offer 
business owners the same cover¬ 
ages for employees with domestic 
partners as those with spouses. 

• Sheila Kuehl’s (D-Santa 
Monica) AB 1999, which clarifies 
current hate crimes law and stip¬ 
ulates that such laws include hate 
crimes against persons because 
of gender, gender identity or per-

to maintain surveillance on HIV 
status. For instance, scrambled 
but unique identifying codes for 
each person would allow re¬ 
searchers to eliminate repeat 
testers from introductory statis¬ 
tics and would allow them to ex¬ 
trapolate other information 
without violating patient confi¬ 
dentiality. Alan Lofaso of 
Migden’s staff is the expert on 
this bill and did major work on 
the legislation and to promote 
passage. 

• SB 1385 by Deidre Alpert, 
(D-Coronado), allows HIV test¬ 
ing of unconscious patients when 
a healthcare provider is exposed 
to bodily fluids. 


• Migden’s AB 1208 updates 
Cal-OSHA regulations for work¬ 
ers exposed to needle sticks. 

• AB 20 by Migden would 
allow recipients currently on 
MediCal to return to work and 
still maintain access to medicines 
and care on a sliding scale basis. 

• Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa’s AB 1052 mandates 
that AIDS drug formularies in 
MediCal fee for service and 
MediCal managed care plans be 
the same, so that people who are 
moved into managed care plans 
will still have access to life-pre¬ 
serving treatment. 

• SB 705 by Richard Rainey 
(R-Walnut Creek), criminalizes 


intentional transmission of HIV. 
(See B.A.R. August 27, 1998.) 

• SB 844 by John Burton, (D- 
San Francisco), creates an AIDS 
red ribbon special license plate 
that will raise research funds. 

• AB 818 by Diane Martinez, 
(D-Monterey Park), requires 
MediCal managed care plans to 
ensure that their patients with 
HIV are given treatment consis¬ 
tent with federal guidelines. 

In addition to the incredible 
efforts of lawmakers like Migden, 
Kuehl, Burton, Villaraigosa, Vas- 
concellos and many others, some 
lobbyists and legislative staff 
should be recognized for the 
work they did in this just-ended 


1997-98 legislative session. Rand 
Martin, chief of staff for Vascon- 
cellos; Jennifer Richard, attorney 
and crafter of legislation for 
Kuehl; Lofaso; David Felderstein; 
Doug Brown; John Mello; Joe 
Hall of Tom Hayden’s office; 
Ellen McCormick late of the 
LIFE Lobby; and Laurie 
McBride, whose end-of-session 
updates have been invaluable. 

Of course, it remains to seen 
how much of this effort will re¬ 
sult in some piece of civil rights 
and healthcare protections for 
the LGBT community. It won’t 
be over until September 30, when 
Wilson must be finished with 
signing and vetoing bills. ▼

Lesbian , gay physicians gather in Chicago 

Gay gene debate takes 
center stage as docs 
ponder lifestyle issues

I f scientists identify a “gay 
gene,” that is, one that con¬ 
tributes to the development of 
same-sex orientation, should ex¬ 
pectant parents be allowed to 
abort fetuses that carry it? Should 
they be allowed to genetically alter 
potentially gay fetuses to make 
them more likely to become het¬ 
erosexual? 

Although no gay gene has been 
found to date, a growing body of 
research indicates there may be a 
genetic component to sexual ori¬ 
entation. The prospect of discov¬ 
ering it has stimulated a heated 
debate among medical ethicists 
and advocates for gay equal rights. 

A panel of three experts ex¬ 
plored the issue during the Tues¬ 
day, August 25 opening session of 
the Gay and Lesbian Medical As¬ 
sociation’s (GLMA) 16th annual 
symposium at Chicago’s Hilton 
Inn and Towers. GLMA has about 
2,000 members who work to 
combat homophobia within the 
medical profession and in society 
at large. 

Presenter Aaron Greenberg, a 
Chicago attorney and,medical ethi- 
cist, created quite a stir when he as¬ 
serted that it would be within the 
realm of parents’ rights to abort or 
attempt to alter a gay fetus. 

“Avoiding a homosexual child 
by employing morally acceptable 
means is not wrong,” Greenberg 
told a squirming audience of 
about 500 gay and lesbian physi¬ 
cians. “Parents should have the 
freedom to have heterosexual 
children if they so choose.” 

Greenberg, who described 
himself as “pro-gay” said there was 
an acceptable reason why parents 
might not want to have a gay or 
lesbian child: to spare their chil¬ 
dren the consequences of societal 


intolerance and discrimination. 

Parents might also argue that 
they “wish to have children who 
are like themselves and with 
whom they can share certain feel¬ 
ings and experiences,” Greenberg 
said. That, he said, is why Catholic 
parents raise their children 
Catholic and Jewish parents teach 
their offspring their religion. Par¬ 
ents might also desire heterosex¬ 
ual children because it “maxi¬ 
mizes the likelihood of grandchil¬ 
dren,” Greenberg said. 

But Greenberg added that even 
parents with offensive reasons for 
selecting heterosexual kids should 
still be allowed to make that 
choice. “A bad motive in itself 
does not make an action morally 
wrong,” he said, if the action “does 
no direct harm to anyone.” 

If a gay fetus is aborted, no 
harm is done, he said, because the 
child simply never comes into 
being. Genetically manipulating a 
fetus to produce a heterosexual 
child causes no damage either, he 
said. 

But audience members felt 
otherwise. 

Troubling, yes, but... 

One listener complained that 
Greenberg’s arguments imply that 
people with same-sex orientations 
are defective. He compared 
Greenberg’s rationalizations to 
the Nazi thinking of the 1930s. 

“My argument is in favor of 
freedom, letting parents do as they 
wish,” Greenberg responded. “The 
Nazis tried to deny freedom.” 

Another participant said given 
the enormous contributions gays 
and lesbians have made to culture 
and to society, diminishing their 
numbers could hurt all of civiliza¬ 
tion. Some of those present also 
complained that reducing the 
number of gays and lesbians, as 
well as the number of accepting 


parents, would make it more diffi¬ 
cult to achieve tolerance. 

But Greenberg said telling in¬ 
dividual parents they can’t do 
something because people foresee 
a negative future impact on soci¬ 
ety isn’t fair. 

GLMA spokeswoman Sue 
Rochman said some members 
were troubled by Greenberg’s pre¬ 
sentation but felt “it is very im¬ 
portant for us to look at the argu¬ 
ment and to respond to it.” 

Greenberg and his two fellow 
co-presenters said while the 
prospect of locating a gay gene is 
intriguing, achieving equal rights 
for gays should not be based on its 
existence. In an animal as com¬ 
plex as a human being, Greenberg 
said, behavioral characteristics re¬ 
sult from a combination of envi¬ 
ronmental and genetic factors. 
“Genetics simply does not mean 
immutable,” Greenberg said. 

The important thing to empha¬ 
size in debates concerning equal 
rights for gays is that once sexual 
orientation is determined, it is ex¬ 
tremely difficult if not downright 
impossible to change, said Tim 
Murphy, who heads the University 
of Illinois College of Medicine’s 
Medical Humanities Program. 

Murphy said the Christian 
right’s recent high-profile adver¬ 
tising campaign urging gay peo¬ 
ple to change was an attempt to 
“recast homosexuals in the long 
tradition of pathology.” 

Although most media atten¬ 
tion surrounding the world’s 
largest confab of gay and lesbian 
physicians focused on the genetic 
debate, participants explored a 
wide variety of gay and lesbian 
lifestyle issues that are affected by 
medical science - everything from 
circuit party drug use to 
HIV/AIDS in the senior popula¬ 
tion, from lesbian health barriers 
to the use of hormonal therapy in 
gender reassignment. T

, 'J working its way through 
the U.S. Congress, to ban or limit 
the use of law enforcement 
badges, as some speculate it may 
be used to discriminate against 
people who collect and wear uni¬ 
forms. 

Orange County Republican 
Congressman Steve Horn intro¬ 
duced the measure, HR 4282, in 
July, to “ban the interstate or for¬ 
eign trafficking of counterfeit 
badges and genuine badges 
(among those not authorized to 
possess a genuine badge)” - in¬ 
cluding Internet and mail order 
sales and trading - according to 
literature provided by Horn’s of¬ 
fice. 

The federal government does 
not have jurisdiction over the ac¬ 
tual possession of state and local 
law badges, Matt Phillips, a Horn 
spokesperson, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. The bill is intended to 
crack down on criminals’ use of 
counterfeit and real police badges 
to impersonate officers, invade

oversee the daily management of 
the agency and provide leadership 
and encouragement to staff and 
volunteers in implementing pro¬ 
grams and policies determined by 
the board of directors. The exec¬ 
utive director is also expected to 
oversee fund development and 
participate actively in fundraising 
efforts.

think he’s one of our trained vol¬ 
unteers,” he said. “Our outreach 
volunteers do not request dona¬ 
tions.” 

SAP, a nonprofit organization, 
does accept donations from the 
community to help support its 
HIV prevention programs, but 
not through its street outreach, 
and the group is always looking 
for more people interested in vol¬ 
unteering. Those volunteers sur¬ 
vey “members of our community 
for their input on issues sur¬ 
rounding HIV transmission and 
safe sex,” Leifield said. Real SAP 
volunteers are also recognizable 
by their distinctive, red Stop AIDS 
jackets or t-shirts, he noted. 

Over 800 men of all colors and 
ages, both HIV-positive and HIV¬ 
negative, respond to SAP volunteers 
each month with their opinions on 
such matters as barebacking, sex 
clubs, drug-resistant strains of HIV, 
crystal methamphetamine, and 


people’s homes, and commit 
other crimes, according to the 
congressman’s press materials. 

Horn introduced the measure 
after a police chief in his district 
contacted his office on the issue 
and a local Fox television affiliate 
did an undercover investigation 
showing the availability of badges 
for purchase. 

The bill has bipartisan sup¬ 
port, with 13 original co-spon¬ 
sors, and has been endorsed by 
the Fraternal Order of Police. But 
support is a lot harder to find 
among the somewhat less formal 
fraternity of gay uniform enthu¬ 
siasts. 

“For those who collect or wear 
uniforms for recreation or fetish 
activities - either gay events, uni¬ 
form events, or in their own bed¬ 
rooms - having a patch or badge 
with the word ‘police’ on it is an 
important component,” said 
Andy Mangels, editor of In Uni¬ 
form magazine and vice 
spokesperson for the American 
Uniform Association. 

Mangels fears that the law will 
simply be another tool for law en¬ 
forcement to harass members of 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans-

body image, he said.

gender (LGBT) community. “The 
law needs to be targeted in such a 
way that it protects law-abiding 
citizens and punishes criminals - 
not punish law-abiding citizens 
with discrimination.” 

He acknowledged that pre¬ 
venting the use of badges to com¬ 
mit a crime is a legitimate issue, 
but said the language of the bill 
was “horrendous,” and added, “If 
there are no protections the law 
will be used to discriminate.” 

Mangels related that his fa¬ 
vorite badge is one from the 
movie Batman for the Gotham 
City police; he now fears the law 
will make his favorite crime-stop- 
ping uniform illegal. 

Uniform uninformed 

A spokesperson for Horn said 
the office is working on language 
to specifically exempt legitimate 
collectors, while targeting crimi¬ 
nals, as part of “an ongoing 
process to make sure it is written 
precisely.” Staffers are open to 
suggestions of appropriate lan¬ 
guage, he said. 

Mangles told the B.A.R ; that 
Horn’s office seemed disinterest¬ 
ed in initial attempts to submit 
changes to the bill, but said that if 
Horn sincerely seeks language 
suggestions, it is likely a coalition 
of the uniform community will 
come together to draft proposals. 

When asked about the possi¬ 
ble effect of the proposed law on 
those who collect and wear uni¬ 
forms for fun and fantasy, Phillips 
replied that Horn “had never 
heard of the implications for the 
gay community when he wrote 
this” and “probably was not 
aware” of this aspect of the LGBT 
community.

to fill the position. 

Wohlfeiler, who has overseen 
SAP’s outreach volunteers and 
pulled together numerous com¬ 
munity forums on HIV and 
health-related issues during his 
tenure, said in a recent interview 
with the B.A.R. that one of the 
more difficult aspects of the job 
was what the volunteers did: 
going up to total strangers and 
surveying them about HIV/AIDS 
transmission, their sexual prac¬ 
tices, fears, and desires. 

“You look at what our volun¬ 
teers do everyday, talking to peo¬ 
ple about something they don’t 
want to talk about,” he said. 
“That’s a really tough audience.” 

As education director, 
Wohlfeiler helped develop train¬ 
ing procedures for volunteers and 
said he’s extremely proud of 
where the nonprofit community- 
based agency has gone in the 
eight years he has been there. 
“The Stop AIDS Project has re¬ 
mained the prevention gadfly all 
these years,” he said. “We’ve gone 
from eight to 175 volunteers.” 

SAP’s volunteers collect infor¬ 
mation primarily from gay and 
bisexual men in a variety of set¬ 
tings and, oftentimes, the agency 
compiles the results to get kind of 
a gauge on how the community 
feels or what it is doing regarding 
a particular issue. 


record on gay and lesbian issues, 
including an 89 percent positive 
rating from the Human Rights 
Campaign. Horn also has a 71 
percent rating from the Christian 
Coalition. 

Mangels wonders how some¬ 
one who claims to have such a 
good voting record can be so un¬ 
aware of this dimension of the 
LGBT community, especially 
given how widely it is portrayed 
in television and movies.

Snake venom 
slows tumor 
growth

C opperhead snake venom 
may someday be the source 
of drugs that can dramati¬ 
cally slow the growth rate of 
breast tumors. 

Scientists told the national 
meeting of the American Chemi¬ 
cal Society in Boston Wednesday, 
August 26 that a protein in the 
venom retards the growth rate of 
breast tumors in mice by up to 70 
percent. 

Purified venom from the 
southern copperhead can block 
tumor cell adhesion and invasion, 
and inhibit the development of 
new blood vessels that feed the tu¬ 
mors, said Francis Markland, pro¬ 
fessor of biochemistry at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California 
School of Medicine. He added 
that early tests of the venom pro¬ 
tein show similar promise for 
other types of cancer, including 
AIDS-related Kaposi’s sarcoma, 
melanoma, bladder cancer, and 
ovarian cancer. 

“Although most people abhor 
snakes, there are some interesting 
proteins in snake venom that 
could be therapeutic when puri¬ 
fied,” Markland told United Press 
International. 

In studies of mice implanted 
with human breast cancer cells, 
Markland and his colleagues 
found a 60 to 70 percent reduc¬ 
tion in the growth rate of breast 
tumors and a 90 percent reduc¬ 
tion in the spread of such tumors 
to the lungs of animals treated 
with the protein. 

A bite from a southern cop¬ 
perhead could be fatal if left un¬ 
treated. But venom milked from 
the snake and purified contains 


the protein contortrostatin, which 
belongs to a class of proteins 
known as disintegrins. The disin- 
tegrins disrupt the function of 
certain other proteins known as 
integrins on the surface of cells. 

Integrins are involved in the 
adhesive phenomenon of cells. 
Markland said other snakes have 
similar proteins, but this particu¬ 
lar one is unique to the southern 
copperhead. 

Contortrostatin retards the 
spread of tumor cells because it 
inhibits their adhesion to and in¬ 
vasion of normal cells in the tis¬ 
sue surrounding the tumor. 

“Metastasis is a significant 
problem with breast cancer,” 
Markland said. At diagnosis, more 
than 60 percent of breast cancer 
patients will have disease that al¬ 
ready has spread from the prima¬ 
ry site in the breast to some dis¬ 
tant site such as bone, lungs, liver, 
or brain. He said control of can¬ 
cer spread is an important avenue 
for breast cancer treatment. 

There were about 186,000 new 
cases of breast cancer in the Unit¬ 
ed States in 1996 and 45,000 
deaths, he said. 

Markland said the snake 
venom protein does not have the 
potential side effects of cell-killing 
drugs. The protein does not actu¬ 
ally kill the tumor cells, but in¬ 
stead puts them in a state of sus¬ 
pended animation that can be 
maintained for a long time. 

He expects to be able to test 
the protein in humans within two 
years. It would be used in combi¬ 
nation with traditional 
chemotherapy to get the tumor to 
regress and ultimately, to kill all 
the tumor cells. 

The research was supported 
partly by a California sales tax on 
tobacco products. ▼ 


Florida justice not 
good for gay victims

T he death penalty given to serial killer Gary Ray Bowles has 
been overturned by the Florida Supreme Court, which said 
his hatred of gays should not have been used against him in 
court by prosecutors. 

Bowles was sentenced to death in 1996 after pleading guilty to 
first-degree murder in the 1994 slaying of Walter Ray Hinton of 
Jacksonville. Bowles also confessed to killing five more gay men, 
and is serving four life sentences. 

The high court said prosecutors failed to prove Bowles’s hatred 
caused him to kill Hinton, and ordered a new sentencing hearing. 

Also in Florida, two Gainesville gay men are angry about a proposed 
plea deal that would reduce charges against University of Florida stu¬ 
dents who allegedly attacked the victims because of their sexuality. 

Ray Long and Thomas Longerbeam, both 20, were beaten and 
kicked outside a coffee house in January 1997 by five men who 
called them "faggots ” 

Brothers Aii Kakar, 21, and Bishmillah Kakar, 20, were charged 
with felonies under the hate crimes law, but a proposed plea bar¬ 
gain would reduce the charges to simple battery, a misdemeanor. 
The three other suspects in the incident were never identified. 
The brothers say they did not use derogatory terms and were 
only defending themselves, and a lie detector test suggested that Alt 
Kakar did not know the men were gay. ▼

We’ll also watch the new biog¬ 
raphy of genius architect and ob¬ 
streperous heterosexual Frank 
Lloyd Wright scheduled to air on 
PBS in November. Lucky we have 
that PBS V-chip in our set. 

Bootless Cries, BAR writer and 
Gay Games gadfly Jim Proven- 
zano’s dark comedy about the 
Presidio, has a performance Sept. 
18 at the Jon Sims Center for the 
Performing Arts. Knowing 
Provenzano, he won’t waste 
words.

‘Butterfly’ kisses

- he person who sneered at 
the Sunday night opening 
of Miss Saigon that the only 
thing wrong with Alain Boublil 
and Claude-Michel Schonberg’s 
operatic musical was the absence 
of Puccini probably hasn’t a clue 
that most serious music critics 
hate Puccini. They think his op¬ 
eras are cheap, lurid, and aim 
below the belt. 

As Macaulay Culkin would say, 
“Yes!” 

Miss Saigon is definitely a work 
in the overheated Puccini mold, 
to say nothing of having stolen 
the storyline of the Italian com¬ 
poser’s Madama Butterfly. 
(Though playwright Richard 
Maltby, Jr. fleshes out the emo¬ 
tional situations and political 
content.) And Miss Saigon defi¬ 
nitely is an opera. Not only is it 
sung throughout, with virtually 
no dialogue, but the music is ur¬ 
gently entwined with the emo¬ 
tions of the piece. If Kim and 
Chris and the Engineer spoke 
their lines, there would be no 
point to Miss Saigon. There are 
not many modern operas you can 
say that about. 

Schonberg’s musical method, 
however, is derived from pop, not 
from classical structures. He uses 
a free-flowing arioso form which 
he heightens by the simple device 
of modulating upward. It’s not 
subtle, but with the right singers, 
it works shamelessly on your 
spinal cord. 

And this San Francisco pro¬ 
duction of Miss Saigon, for which 
we have waited nine years since 
the London world premiere and 
seven years since the New York 
opening, has a sensational cast. 
Too often, by the time a “road 
show” reaches the Golden Gate, it 
has been physically watered down 
and stars singers who can not 
compare to the original cast. Not 
this time. 

After all the ethnic fuss about 
British actor Jonathan Pryce 
singing the Eurasian “Engineer” 
on Broadway, controversy is de- 
fanged here with the casting of 
Joseph Anthony Foronda. A grad¬ 
uate of San Jose State University’s 
music department with national 
credits, Foronda is the glue that 
holds Miss Saigon together. Manic 
of energy and raspy of voice, his 
comic timing is superb, his dance 


moves cool, his delivery of the 
•Engineer’s bitter, ironic lines hi¬ 
larious. A combination of Sammy 
Davis, Jr. and Cab Calloway, 
Foronda brings down the house 
in his two big numbers, “If you 
want to die in bed” and “The 
American Dream,” adding a dan¬ 
gerous edge to what is, after all, a 
fairly sappy love story. 

Beyond the belt way 

While one might not be as 
moved by Miss Saigon as by the 


genuine Madama Butterfly, there 
is emotional depth in Kristine 
Remigio’s tender Kim, the reluc¬ 
tant bar girl who spends two 
weeks with an American Marine, 
conceives his child, and then is 
willing to die to assure her son’s 
safe passage to America. Remigio, 
like the other singers in the show, 
employs a pop style known as 
“belting,” deftly adding vibrato 
and color, but she can sing softly 
and sweetly as well. 

Her lover is handsome, intense 
Steve Pasquale, a high tenor who 
sings falsetto when the music re¬ 
quires, but has plenty of power as 
well. He may also be the only 
tenor alive who can take off his 
shirt in public and not embarrass 
himself. Raymond Patterson 
(John), Andrea Rivette (Ellen), 
and Bonifacio Deoso, Jr. (Thuy) 
round out the excellent cost of 
principals. 

I mention the singers first be¬ 
cause the rap on these shows is 
that the music stinks and the spe¬ 


cial effects are everything. Bull. 
The special effects in Miss Saigon, 
especially the infamous helicopter 
landing in Act Two, are spectacu¬ 
lar, but do not overwhelm the op¬ 
eratic emotions, pitched high by 
director Nicholas Hytner ( The 
Object of My Affection). Boy, could 
we use him in the real opera! 

Hytner’s staging is graphically 
kinetic. Kim and Chris’ first love 
duet moves as fluidly and excit¬ 
ingly as good sex; none of that sta¬ 
tic “stand and deliver” that defus¬ 


es the erotic charge of operatic 
music. Even the political scenes, 
while undeniably shallow and 
simplistic, have an impact far be¬ 
yond what Hal Prince achieved in 
Evita, the prototype for this kind 
of musical. The full-sized Huey 
helicopter and the gleaming white 
Caddy that bombs on stage in 
“The American Dream” are pure 
audience-pleasers, but the show 
has been so visceral up to that 
point that you don’t feel exploit¬ 
ed. 

Finally, for those who avoid 
musicals because the sound is so 
grotesque, this is the best ampli¬ 
fied show I’ve heard in San Fran¬ 
cisco since Lloyd Webber’s Aspects 
of Love. Andrew Bruce’s sound de¬ 
sign has been executed beautiful¬ 
ly in the newly refurbished Or¬ 
pheum Theatre. It’s loud but not 
eardrum-shattering. You can ac¬ 
tually hear the orchestration of 
real instruments (terrific local 
pick-up band) and, most impor¬ 
tant of all, almost all the sung

Tis the season

' i|'* he theatre season, that is. In 
the Bay Area, the theatrical 
H season begins with a 
marathon, The San Francisco 
Fringe Festival, 230 performances 
over 11 days by 50 theatre compa¬ 
nies from around the 
world. Whew. Unlike 
other festivals, ours is 
not juried, and partici¬ 
pants are selected on a 
first-come, first-accept¬ 
ed basis, which makes 
for “synchronicity,” ac¬ 
cording to Fringe 
founder Christina 
Augello, who had 
a few minutes to 
talk about things 
fringe-ish last week in-between 
coordinating all that goes into 
making this festival an extraordi¬ 
nary event. For Augello, the key to 
the Fringe’s success is freedom. 
“I’m an old- hippie,” she explains. 
“We have to ha,ye freedom. We 



have complete freedom of expres¬ 
sion in the Festival; there’s no cen¬ 
sorship by curation.” Augello’s 
love for theatre comes through 
when she talks about the Festival. 
“All that people need to do theatre 
is a vision, a passion for that vi¬ 
sion, and a fierce determination.” 

The Festival doesn’t have a se¬ 
lection committee or 
artistic overseer, but 
Augello is amazed at the 
ways the Festival mir¬ 
rors the larger Bay Area 
theatre scene, and the 
ways in which the indi¬ 
vidual companies come 
together to form an 
event, that syn¬ 
chronicity she 
mentioned. “This 
year we have more 
dance and movement in addition 
to theatre. People, spectators and 
performers, are excited and in¬ 
spired by the work they see. The 
Festival is a fostering of passion 
for theatre.” Augello sees an audi¬ 
ence that has grown over the past 
seven years, both in numbers and 
in sophistication. “The audience 
has a real compassion for people 
who are at their beginnings. The 
audience is inspired by the actors’ 
passion, and they get to come 
along on the journey.” 

To keep the Fringe Festival ac¬ 
cessible, ticket prices are $8 or 
less; every penny of the ticket sales 
goes to the performers. “Theatre 
is live; it is now; it is in this mo¬ 
ment. And there is nothing like 
the live theatre experience. The¬ 
atre gives people a tangible way to 
commune with each other. The 
Festival combines a rare creative 



freedom with audience participa¬ 
tion.” The best reason to check 
out the Festival, Augello con¬ 
cludes, is that “the Fringe is fun.” 
That it is. The Festival runs Sep¬ 
tember 10-20 at five theatres with¬ 
in walking distance of Union 
Square. Call 673-3847 for a sched¬ 
ule — planning is a must — or 
check out the website www.sf- 
fringe.org.

Down home at the Holler

1 ate in the second act of 
Twylas Story, the telephone 

, rings for the first time in the 
play. We hear a gasp from the off¬ 
stage character who has answered 
it, and we know that yet another 
calamity has befallen the Tackett 
clan of rural Kentucky. 

That was a bit much, I said to 
my friend as we made our way to 
the car parked within the com¬ 
forting upscale urban aura of the 
Marina Safeway. No it wasn’t, he 
countered, and as proof he offered 
an equally implausible yet un¬ 
doubtedly true confluence of 
woes that befell, in short order, 
members of his large Kentucky 
family. 

I figured a play about a gay 
man who has escaped Kentucky 
for the more tolerant culture of 
California would be a good choice 
for this friend who has made a - 
similar journey. Well, yes and no. 
Though he found the accents sus¬ 
pect at times, he thought the dia¬ 
logue and situations rang true 
enough. At times too true. The 
next day he was still confronting 
family demons rousted by the 
play. 

But for those without these 
close-to-home associations, 
Twyla's Story can provide an en¬ 
tertaining mix of family humor, 
melodrama, and down-home 
philosophy. Charles E. Polly’s new 
play has been effectively mounted 
by the Eastenders Repertory 
Conupany (in temporary resi¬ 
dence at the Magic Theatre), 
which also staged the first part of 
what is a promised trilogy about 
the Tackett family of Three Mile 
Holler. 

Not surprisingly, the saga is in¬ 
spired by the playwright’s own 


family and experiences, and in the 
second installment, he recounts a 
homecoming to Three Mile 
Holler, as old secrets are revealed, 
and past hurts are revisited in a 
present that has its own precari¬ 
ous life-and-death balances. 

“It’s a restless wind what’s 
blowin’,” says Twyla Tackett, matri¬ 
arch of a splintered family, at the 
start of the play. Gathering at her 
home on this stormy night are her 
son Ervin, visiting from Califor¬ 
nia; her daughter-in-law Alta Mae, 
divorced from Twyla’s ne’er-do- 
well son James; Alta Mae’s daugh¬ 
ter Carma, herself a single moth¬ 
er; and the hard-drinking Jessie, 
another of Twyla’s troubled boys. 

Old news 

That Ervin is gay is not partic¬ 
ularly unsettling to the other 
characters, at least not the female 
ones, who mostly treat if as old 
news. Obviously a stand-in for the 
playwright, he is an observer 
character who is the least revealed 
by the play’s end. But there is an 
insight into his earlier self in a 
coming-out flashback as he shares 
the secret of his burgeoning sexu¬ 
ality with his sister-in-law Alta 
Mae. It’s one of the more vivid 
scenes in the play, and it is 
matched by a second flashback in 
which Twyla instructs the horri¬ 
fied child bride Alta Mae on the 
realities of sex. 

Mostly, the play has a slice-of- 
life quality, as family members 
pore over old photographs, drink 
coffee, smoke cigarettes, and talk 
about their struggles to keep life 
from stinging them. Even so, the 
characters have a sense of humor 
about themselves, providing the 
proceedings with a good deal of 
welcome humor. 

Director Susan E. Evans has 
staged the multi-scene play 


smoothly and robustly, and the 
performers, who helped shape the 
script in workshops, are at ease 
with their characters. Craig Dick¬ 
erson as Ervin, Cambron 
Williamson as Alta Mae, James 
Kitzmiller as Jessie, and Rebecca 
Moutray as Carma are fine, but 
the showcase role belongs to 
Suzan Kendall as Twyla. Kendall, 
who played the same character in 
the trilogy’s first part, and to 
whom the new play is dedicated, 


climbs body and soul into the 
bruised but unbroken Twyla. 

It’s a compelling performance 
that surely will continue when 
Polly completes his trilogy about a 
family that has learned how to 
function within its dysfunction. T

Mark Christopher's ' 54' 

Less than zero

hen word first got out 
last year that Miramax 
was working on a film 
about Studio 54, that notorious 
New York hotspot of the late ’70s 
and symbol of pre-AIDS deca¬ 
dence, some of us were all ears. 
This seemed like a great opportu¬ 
nity for an enterprising talent to 
delve into the American psyche 
and say something bracing about 
our appetitive, glamour-obsessed 
society. But Mark Christopher’s 
54 avoids expansiveness like the 
plague, and in doing so comes up 
woefully short. The film is all car- 
toonish cuteness and cliches; it 
could easily have been made by 
someone whose information 
about the nightclub — indeed, 
the ’70s in general — was culled 
from the pages of People maga¬ 
zine and whose knowledge of 
human beings was gleaned from 
Party of Five. 

Although dogs like 54 might 
suggest differently, the late ’70s 
doesn’t preclude a fascinating per¬ 
spective on American culture. 
Once the radical dialogue of the 
’60s was emasculated after the 
long, drawn-out denouement of 
Vietnam and the manifold humil¬ 
iations of Watergate, the stage was 
set in the ’70s for stasis and con¬ 
formity. People were forced to 
find themselves again, and given 
the death of idealism, hedonism 
and escapism were the next best 
thing. Whether its regulars knew 
it or not, Studio 54 became a sym¬ 
bol of this gone-to-the-dogs spir¬ 
it. On any given night, the club 
was offering up fodder for gossip 
columnists whose stories of drug- 
addled celebrities whooping it up 
on the dance floor and giving (or 
receiving) blow jobs in the shad¬ 
ows provided new role models for 
an unfocused middle class. 

Unfortunately, the more lurid 
possibilities of a story about the 


heyday of Studio 54 are lost on 
Christopher’s hopelessly dull film, 
which uses the club as a mere back¬ 
drop for a pallid little tale about 19- 
year-old Shane (Ryan Phillippe), a 
beautiful but dumb-as-a-post wag 
from Jersey who dreams of moving 
to Manhattan and making it big in 
54’s seductive world. 

Shane’s dreams come true one 
night when he is invited into Stu¬ 
dio 54 by the club’s ill-fated pro¬ 
prietor Steve Rubell (Mike 
Myers). Once inside, he meets 
cute with coatcheck girl and 
wannabe singer Anita (Salma 
Hayek), with whom Shane forges 
a close friendship based on their 
mutual lust for fame. For the next 
90 minutes, the audience is forced 
to watch as both Shane and Anita 
suck up to a cloying clutch of 
well-heeled Manhattanites that 
includes a brainless soap opera 
actress, a recording star, an Upper 
East Side widow at loose ends, 
and so on. 

This sort of coming-of-age 
story for the Manhattan set might 
be interesting if Shane and Anita 
weren’t so thoroughly unremark¬ 
able. Inexpressive eyes conjoined 
to improbably chiseled features 


might be someone’s idea of pre¬ 
possessing, but after an hour or so 
such faces are about as interesting 
as day-old trout. Ryan Phillippe is 
easy on the eyes, it’s true, but he 
spends most of the time grunting 
and reacting to things, and Salma 
Hayek is one big exposed nerve¬ 
ending, her performance consist¬ 
ing of nothing but unpleasant 
scowls and withering harangues. 

Rounding out this cartoon 
world is Mike Myers’ Steve Rubell, 
who has been turned into a lov¬ 
able if slightly tarnished eccentric, 
complete with a nervous tic and a 
wicked sense of irony. In one 
ridiculous scene he prattles away 
on a TV talk show about “how the 
road of excess leads to the palace 
of wisdom.” “Have you ever read 
Blake?” he asks the interviewer. 
No doubt this warm and fuzzy 
loser goes down more smoothly 
than the real Rubell, but collective 
memory hasn’t faded enough to 
make the characterization ring as 
anything but false, which is pre¬ 
cisely what 54 is from beginning 
to end. ▼

Beauty call 

Olivier Martinez meets a chambermaid

he Chambermaid is one of 
those “little” foreign films 
whose modest objectives 
and deliberate pacing create both 
charm and intrigue. Romane 
Bohringer (Zoe) and Olivier Mar¬ 
tinez (Horty) star as a married 
couple whose lives are overturned 
by a contest Horty enters. A work¬ 
er in a French foundry, Horty 
wins a trip to Southampton, Eng¬ 
land to watch the Titanic sail on 
its ill-fated maiden voyage. 

Aitana Sanchez Gijon (Marie) 
knocks on the door of Horty’s 
Southampton hotel room and ex¬ 
plains that she is a chambermaid 
on the ship, unable to find a hotel 
room for the night before her voy¬ 
age. Horty allows her to stay in his 
room and, when he wakes up in 
the morning, the beautiful Marie is. 
gone. But this brief encounter sows 
seeds of jealousy, conspiracy, and 
personal transformation when 
Horty returns home to his French 
village and the Titanic sinks. 

Bigas Luna directs this 
French/Italian/Spanish co-pro-

duction with a firm hand and 
good eye for period detail. With 
the able assistance of costumer 
France Squarciapino and cine¬ 
matographer Patrick Bloussier, 
Luna creates a visually compelling 
world. The grimy French village 
serves as a foil for the glamour of 
Southampton and the Titanic, just 
as the mysterious Marie is a coun¬ 
terpoint for Horty’s plain wife, 
Zoe. Romane Bohringer is some¬ 
what wasted in the thankless role 
of the wife, but Aitana Sanchez 
Gijon completely captivates as the 
monosyllabic Marie. Then, of 


course, there is Olivier Martinez. 

One of the most beautiful men 
working in film today, Olivier 
Martinez is best known in the 
United States for his leading role 
opposite Juliette Binoche in The 
Horseman on the Roof (1994). 
Martinez has the kind of 
dark-eyed, swarthy good looks 
that make women swoon and 
men feel hopelessly inadequate. In 
The Chambermaid, his pouty 
scowl is used to good advantage; 
Horty is a lost dreamer, capable of 
imagining more in life than he 
can actually create. Director Luna 
is clearly aware that Martinez has 
a face in the same class as Neferti- 
ti’s, and he shamelessly frames his 
leading man in three-quarter or 
full profile at every opportunity. 
Few viewers will complain. There 
hasn’t been a young leading man 
this handsome since Tyrone 
Power, and that reason alone 
should be sufficient excuse to in¬ 
vestigate The Chambermaid. ▼

apologetic Romeo and Juliet up¬ 
date with two gay teenagers as the 
star-crossed lovers. Made in 
Guinea, this controversial film 
(the first queer feature from West 
Africa) is unsparing in its indict¬ 
ment of a classist and homopho¬ 
bic society. 

Another emigre from this 
year’s lesbigay film fest, Party 
Monster, makes a deserved reap¬ 
pearance this fall. Party Monster 
(Roxie, Nov. 13-19) shows what 
happens when a psycho party 
queen takes her boas and glitter to 
New York and ends up hacking up 
a pal. Barbie Nation, a documen¬ 
tary that nicely skewers the cult of 
Barbie (Red Vic, September 
27-28), stars — and should appeal 
to — Barbie queens of all ages and 
sexes. Also of interest is Some Pre¬ 
fer Cake (Roxie, Nov. 9-10). This 
comedy with local Desi del Valle 
looks at the misadventures of a 
lesbian comic and her food-ob¬ 
sessed straight best friend. 

Rough trade 

The dotage of gay British 
artists will be saturating screens 
this fall. The seven-year relation¬ 


ship of Francis Bacon (the one of 
“screaming Popes” fame) with a 
psychotic piece of rough trade 
named George Dyer is the subject 
of John Maybury’s Love Is the 
Devil, opening October 9. May- 
bury magically contrives to stage 
some of his scenes in a way that 
re-creates actual paintings by 
Bacon, but dish queens will relish 
the master’s vicious bon mots: 
“Champagne for my real friends; 
real pain for my sham friends.” 
Openly gay actor Derek Jacobi 
again shows he’s one of the few re¬ 
ally great actors making movies 
these days. 

Bill Condin’s Gods and Mon¬ 
sters, opening in October, gives 
another queer Englishman his 
due. Director James Whale was 
one of the great directors of the 
1930s, famous for Frankenstein, 
The Mummy, and the glorious 
1936 Showboat. Like Love Is the 
Devil, this film looks mainly at the 
end of its subject’s career, when 
Whale had retired to paint and 
cruise his hunky handyman, here 
played by Brendan Fraser. Ian 
McKellan’s performance has been 
cheered by those who have seen 
the film, but Lynn Redgrave as 
Whale’s crazed Hungarian maid 
presumably consumes equal 
amounts of scenery. Those who 


want to see exactly what the fuss 
is about with Whale should check 
out the Castro’s Universal Horror 
Series, starting in October and in¬ 
cluding all of Whale’s beloved 
monsters. 

Another Hollywood homo — 
excuse me, bisexual — is getting a 
mini-retro at the Roxie. Four 
films by Mitchell Leisen, includ¬ 
ing the rarely seen Carole Lom¬ 
bard vehicle Hands Across the 
Table (1935), are on view (Sep¬ 
tember 29-30), and jaded audi¬ 
ences may want to attend just to 
try to parse out the hidden ho¬ 
mosexual motifs in the work of 
this underappreciated auteur. 

Moving along a few decades, 
the Roxie is also resurrecting 
some obscurities by the late Curt 
McDowell (November 2-3). The 
show opens with some of his siz¬ 
zling shorts: Nudes, Confessions, 
Siamese Twin Pinheads, and the 
enticingly named Nozy Tozy. This 
program concludes with the 
Kuchar-esque Thundercrack, a hi¬ 
lariously crude take-off on “old 
dark house” movies that showcas¬ 
es masturbating gorillas among its 
many surprises. Perhaps the Mi¬ 
ramax executives who insisted on 
gutting everything camp and 
queer from 54 could learn some¬ 
thing from this one. T

week of concerts with different 
soloists, both at Davies Sympho¬ 
ny Hall and the Flint Center in 
Cupertino. There will also be a 
free concert at Yerba Buena Gar¬ 
dens on the 18th, and a family 
matinee, “Happy Birthday, 
George!” Sept. 20. 

As if that weren’t enough, the 
orchestra will also tour with Tony 
Award-winner Audra McDonald 
and nominee Brian Stokes 
Mitchell, along with Music Direc¬ 
tor Michael Tilson Thomas and 
his buddy Frederica von Stade for 
performances at the Kennedy 
Center and a Sept. 23 Gala Open¬ 
ing Night concert for Carnegie 
Hall’s 108th season. “George 
Gershwin at 100” culminates the 
venerable Hall’s Gershwin Cen¬ 
tennial Project and will be taped 
live for a Sept. 30 telecast on PBS’s 
Great Performances. The concert 
will also be recorded for a two-CD 
set by RCA Victor Red Seal. 

MTT’s fourth season (the or¬ 
chestra’s 87th) is typically stylish, 
allowing for his obvious flair in 
modern music and loving respect 
for central repertory items. For 
twenty weeks he will put his 
stamp on some 30 20th-century 
works, 24 SFS premieres, compo¬ 
sitions by 12 Americans and 11 


veryone tries for a summer 
P vacation, even serious mu¬ 
sicians. Of course, in San 
Francisco, they run towards the 
heat instead of away, and the 
weather is usually warm when 
they return. Still, cockeyed climate 
notwithstanding, the Bay Area re¬ 
sounds with world-class music- 
making every fall, and the new 
season looks particularly good for 
professional orchestras, both large 
and chamber-sized. 

Unless you already have a sea¬ 
son subscription, the first box of¬ 
fice you might want to storm is 
the San Francisco Symphony’s. 
Single tickets went on sale the last 
day of August, and for the first 
time it is possible to buy for vir¬ 
tually all events, even the June 5 
Black and White Ball. 

The SF Symphony is celebrat¬ 
ing the 100th birthday of George 
Gershwin big time, with the open¬ 
ing gala Sept. 9 featuring the stars 
of Broadway’s Ragtime in scenes 
from Porgy and Bess, and a full 


living writers. There will be more 
thrilling Mahler, but also Haydn, 
Brahms, Tchaikovsky and 
Beethoven. 

Picking surefire winners for 
single concert attendees is fairly 
simple; if Tilson Thomas is on the 
podium, sparks are gonna fly. He 
makes an occasional misstep, but 
even the errors in judgment are 
interesting, and the musicians 
clearly do their best to please him. 

When choosing other events 
and conductors, it helps to do a 
little homework. Former SFS 
maestro Herbert Blomstedt con¬ 
tinues to fulfill his role as Con¬ 
ductor Laureate with composers 
for whom he has shown great un¬ 
derstanding — Bruckner, 
Brahms, and Beethoven. His de¬ 
liberate style might not play as 
well when he leads Bach’s mighty 
St. John Passion in performances 
at Eastertime, but Vance George’s 
SFS Chorus will surely supply 
some voltage, and Blomstedt has 
always been a reliable, if unemo¬ 
tional musician. 

Some guest artists of note for 
1998-99 include violinist Kennedy 
— formerly known as Nigel 
Kennedy (oh, puh-leeze) — in an 
evening featuring music by Bach, 
Bartok, and Jimi Hendrix. The 
controversial Kennedy has proven 
himself, throughout an odd and 
checkered career, to be nothing 
less than sensational, and his ap¬ 
pearance should be a genuine 
highlight. Keep on the lookout, 
too for another temperamental 
star in October: legendary pianist 
Martha Argerich is set to play 
Prokofiev’s Piano Concerto No. 3. 
The great cellist Mstislav Ros¬ 
tropovich returns after a twenty 
year absence in December for per¬ 
formances of the Dvorak Concer¬ 
to in B minor, guaranteed to be an 
emotional evening. 

Musical universe 

The SFS remains, arguably, the 
center of Northern California’s 
musical universe, but there are 
other remarkable organizations 
with talent and tempting reperto¬ 
ry, certainly capable of satisfying 
even the most discerning listener. 
One such group which grows in 
estimation every year is Nicholas 
McGegan’s Philharmonia 
Baroque Orchestra. Their 18th 
Season begins Sept. 12-19 with

performances of George Frideric 
Handel’s festive oratorio Solomon. 
Choral parts will be sung by the 
Philharmonia Chorale and The 
Choir of Gonville and Calus Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge University. 

Philharmonia Baroque Or¬ 
chestra has also been selling sin¬ 
gle tickets since Sept. 1 and makes 
attendance convenient by sched¬ 
uling concerts in Berkeley, Walnut 
Creek, San Francisco, and Palo 
Alto. The new season includes 
some mandatory Vivaldi, but is 
also highlighted by frankly more 
interesting rarities — English 
composers of the 18th Century; 
Purcell and Avison, with concer¬ 
tos and suites (Oct. 17-24). There 
will be Mozart and Beethoven in 
November, and Mozart’s glorious 
C Minor Mass in December. The 
new year will bring Rameau, 
Haydn, Corelli and more. 

If you haven’t experienced this 
wonderful specialist band, take a 
listen to their latest CD, Suites by 
Rameau from Platee (Mark Mor¬ 
ris Dance Company’s recent 
smash) and Dardanus. If you 
thought you were immune to the 
early music revival, you just might 
catch the bug now. 

For those whose taste runs to 
smaller and more intimate music¬ 
making, the Bay Area still harbors 
some of the best chamber players 
in the country. Entering their 
sixth season with a Gala Benefit 
(Sunday, Oct. 4 at 5 p.m.), Noe 
Valley Chamber Music will fea¬ 
ture SFS principal violist Geral¬ 
dine Walther and SF Ballet piano 
soloist Roy Bogas, along with The 
Bay Brass in an intriguing pro¬ 
gram ranging from Paul Dukas 
and Fats Waller to German horn 
quartets and Renaissance music 
for brass. For more information 
and tickets, call 333-9444. 

The Women’s Philharmonic 
has an ambitious and exciting 
new season starting Nov. 14. 
Artistic Director and Conductor 
Apo Hsu has been awarded First 


Place for Adventuresome Pro¬ 
gramming in Contemporary 
Music from ASCAP and the 
American Symphony Orchestra 
League. She will conduct all con¬ 
certs in the Philharmonic’s 17th 
season. We will be telling you 
more in the months to come. 

Keep your ears open for male 
choral ensemble Chanticleer’s 
new season, also beginning in No¬ 
vember. An interview with their 
new Music Director Craig Hella 
Johnson is forthcoming. 

Opening nights may be hectic, 
but it is fun to get back in the sad¬ 
dle after the slow nights of sum¬ 
mer, and the 1998-99 season is 
hot to trot. T

W\ | ecause San Francisco Opera 
has the War Memorial 
sewed up until December, 
San Francisco Ballet doesn’t start 
its subscription season until after 
the New Year. So local bal¬ 
letomanes pretty much write off 
the winter as “Nada but Nutcrack¬ 
er.” As Julia Roberts would say, 
“Big mistake!” 

There’s a ton of ballet this fall, 
starting with a return visit to 
Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall by the 
fabled New York City Ballet (Sept. 
22 through 27). I don’t quite get 
director Peter Martins’ program¬ 
ming, though. Concerto Barocco, 
Agon, Tchaikovsky Pas de Deux, 


The Concert and Other Dances are 
all in the repertory of San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet. To honor the late 
Jerome Robbins, why not bring a 
piece of his we haven’t seen local¬ 
ly? 

The novelties (surprise!) are 
by Martins, neither of them new 
except to us. Barber Violin Con¬ 
certo dates from 1988, and Fearful 
Symmetries from 1990. The latter 
score is by John Adams. If you re¬ 
member the last Royal Ballet visit, 
their Fearful Symmetries (British 
choreographer) starred the total¬ 
ly hunky Irek Mukhemedov as a 
serial seducer who brought three 
sexy ballerinas to their knees in 
worship of his masculinity.

Ironically, this season 
it is the San Francisco Symphony 
which is responsible for the truly 
interesting vocal offerings: John 
Mark Ainsley in Britten (March 
’99), Susanne Mentzer in Rossini 
(March), and best of all, a semi- 
staged production of Ravel’s en¬ 
chanting opera L’Enfant et les sor¬ 
tileges in May with MTT conduct¬ 
ing Frederica von Stade and 
Francois le Roux — none of 
whom are at the War Memorial 
Opera House this fall. 

Which brings us back to the 
distressing SF Opera season. Of 
the ten operas being presented, 
only one is in my “Must See” cat- 


ny is to be commended for 1) 
commissioning a new opera this 
season, and 2) creating so much 
hype for it. If I remain a bit skep¬ 
tical, it is because Previn’s song cy¬ 
cles have been considerably less 
than interesting and, as a South¬ 
erner, I don’t understand why 
music needs to be added to 
Williams’ play, which is distinctly 
operatic already. However, a lot of 
people undoubtedly felt the same 
way about Shakespeare’s Othello 
before Verdi’s opera premiered, so 
who knows, perhaps I’ll be eating 
crow for brunch come September 
20. But I’m not looking for recipes 
just yet. 

The main problem with the SF 
Opera’s season is that, while there 
are operas which can make a good 
effect when cast with second-rate

singers (to put it mildly), Turan- 
dot, Arabella, Tristan und Isolde

Some people would put the 
upcoming Norma in that list of 
Operatic Events to Be Avoided at 
All Costs, but Carol Vaness’ often 
riveting performances have 
earned her the right to tackle the 
role of Norma. Besides, I’m also 


looking forward to Anna Cateri- 
na Antonacci’s Adalgisa, and 
Patrick Summers will most likely 
once again prove that a great con¬ 
ductor does make a difference in 
bel canto opera. 

Faced with such an appalling 
season, it helps to remember that 
opera is theatre, which means that 
sometimes performances ignite 
and become much more than the 
sum of their parts. So who knows, 
the all-American cast in that most 


French of French operas, Manon, 
might work; after all, Grace 
Moore was from East Tennessee, 
and she was a fabulous Manon. 
Perhaps even the mediocre cast 
for an Italian-language Don Carlo 
(why continue doing it in Italian 
when the company used to do it 
quite fabulously in the original 
French?) and Britten’s Peter 
Grimes will surprise us all.

The Second Suspect by Heather 
Lewis; Doubleday, $32.95 

H I ouse Rules author Heather 
Lewis is at it again, this 
' 1 time with a suspense novel. 
That Lewis would turn to genre 
fiction after the critical success of 
House Rules is a downer, but now 
that the NEA is gutted, and pub¬ 
lishing houses are owned by dog 
food and pharmaceutical manu¬ 
facturers, every writer who wants 
to continue being published has to 
at least consider becoming a police 
proceduralist. Lewis pulls it off—

On our side of the Bay, Lines 
Contemporary Dance presents a 
program at the Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts Theater (Sept.

The Second Suspect is a page-turn¬ 
er, but that’s its least interesting 
feature. More provocative are its 
similarities with Lewis’ debut. 

In House Rules, fifteen-year- 
old rider Lee escapes her lecher¬ 
ous father by defecting to the 
horse show circuit, where she se¬ 
dates herself with drugs and alco¬ 
hol, makes a play for the lovely 
Tory, another rider, but ends up 
with the female half of a broth¬ 
er-sister team, who keeps the sta¬ 
ble hopping with blows, bluster, 
and occasional caretaking. 

Critics complained of Lee’s pas¬ 
sivity and Lewis’ coldness; I thought 
House Rules was amazing in its abil¬ 
ity to portray an adolescent power¬ 


player (and sometime movie 
actor) Zakir Hussain. Call (415)

Lawrence Pech Dance Compa¬ 
ny also performs at Yerba Buena 
(Nov. 1-5), with a series of past 
repertory pieces and premieres by 
S.F. Ballet’s Julia Adam (to Bach 
and Mozart) and Pech (Elgar’s 
Enigma Variations ).

lessness in which adults dictate the 
options: you choose, you lose. 
House Rules is about Lee finding 
enough of herself to break away. 

In The Second Suspect, we have 
another male-female pair, this 
time a married couple. The wife’s 
been destroyed by knuckling 
under to her rich husband, a pow- 
ermonger and lecher who liked to 
make it with their daughter. The 
kid buys the farm at age twelve, so 
the two take up with a teenage 
whore who looks like the dead 
girl. It’s as if instead of escaping to 
the show circuit of House Rules, 
Lee died at twelve, only to have 
the universe stubbornly recast her 
as the whore, who at that point 
gives up any semblance of self-will 


and continues sleeping with her 
“dad” even as he carves at her with 
knives and sarcasm and fills her 
with drugs. By bracketing Lee 
with these two characters, Lewis 
has created a far more cynical, 
horrifying, and yes, cold novel. 

The fact that there’s love (and 
betrayal and hate) between the 
wife and the whore is hardly re¬ 
demptive, because it only keeps 
them captive in an unholy triad. 
That the whore is no longer an 
adolescent by the time of the 
novel makes her passivity more 
grotesque. And it doesn’t help the 
chill factor that the wife can’t 
seem to remember her daughter’s 
name: talk about obliteration. 
Adding a cop, Detective Caroline 


Reese, and a lawyer who have his¬ 
tory — everybody in a Lewis 
novel has history — doesn’t warm 
up the proceedings. The Second 
Suspect is about damage wrought 
to souls and hearts; the whore car¬ 
ries a vial of poison, but she’s al¬ 
ready one of the walking dead. 
Will she trust Reese enough to let 
Reese save her? Do we care? 

The answer is yes, though I’m 
not sure why. Perhaps it’s simply 
that Lewis is so technically good 
with her cliff-hanger chapter end¬ 
ings; perhaps it’s that we need to un¬ 
earth hope in the most unlikely 
places. But I wish that Lewis had 
written something other than an¬ 
other bad mommy/bad daddy; I 
wish that Lewis had broken away. T 
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"Beam me to the LAB, Scotty." 


Spaceport 

resort 

T hink of it as the lounge space a 
bunch of art fags, performance 
freaks, and computer geeks 
would create if they were allowed to 
redesign the Starship Enterprise. It’s 
where you’d definitely want to chill out 
during your intergalactic voyage, 
whenever you weren’t fighting off the 
Borg to keep from being assimilated. 
The only thing missing would be 
Gainan dispensing phosphorescent- 
green drinks and words of wisdom. 

Trust us on this, because we’ve seen 
the place in the making: for the next 
few weekends, beginning September 
10 at The LAB in the otherwise down- 
to-earth Mission District, “PROJEX- 
PO 98: A Spaceport Resort” will be the 
trippiest place this side of Uranus for 
queers to hang out and derange their 
senses. 

Our guide to the resort, while it was 
still under construction, was multime¬ 
dia visionary and impresario Jeffrey 
Winter of Please Louise Productions/ 
Museo Contempo, mastermind of the 
installation. Winter pointed out that 
some 50 artists, musicians, and others 
of their ilk have been creating the 
spaceport’s mind-bending alternative 
world. Jose G. and Allison Hennessy, 
for instance, are devising a “Sensori- 
um,” characterized as “an immersive 
chamber of live and pre-recorded 
video, acoustic experiments, lighting, 
texture, and vibrations.” 

Our favorite attraction was Larry 
Ackerman’s “Ether Chamber,” which 
looked like a giant fish tank, but is de¬ 
signed to be filled with smoke instead 
of water. Winter explained that lights 
would be projected through the 
gaseous chamber, creating 3-D images. 
Extra enticing was the revelation that 
at various times a naked go-go boy in 
a gasmask would gyrate within the il¬ 
luminated ether, a truly Next Genera¬ 
tion concept. 

Winter describes himself as an East 
Coast skeptic and life-long sci-fi nerd 
and Trekkie who somehow found 
himself immersed in the digital art 
revolution, tapping into the millenni¬ 
al-minded collective consciousness. 
We don’t know any more than the next 
voyager where humanity is headed in 
the 21st century, but we do know that 
with places like the Spaceport Resort, 
getting there will be hella fun. V

A world without 
uniforms? 



by Mister Marcus 

H ast week, cyberspace was 
flooded with e-mail con- 
11 m cerning a bill in Congress 
having to do with the practices of 
uniform fetishists around the 
world. Andy Mangels, editor and 
publisher of In Uniform magazine 
out of Portland, Oregon is alert¬ 
ing all who care about this partic¬ 
ular sub-culture as follows: 

“In Washington DC - A con¬ 
gressional bill, HR 4282, has been 
presented to the House Commit¬ 
tee on the Judiciary that would 
make it illegal to possess, transfer, 
or transport law enforcement 
badges, either authentic or coun¬ 
terfeit, with citizens subject to a 
major fine and prison time. The 
wording of the bill as now draft¬ 
ed would automatically make 
criminals out of millions of col¬ 
lectors, hobbyists, wild west reen¬ 
actment clubs, motion picture 
and television actors and produc¬ 
ers, retired law enforcement offi¬ 
cers and any child who obtained a 
deputy sheriff or detective badge 
with his or her water pistol set. 

“Not to mention any uniform 
fetishist who uses the badge either 
in the privacy of his/her own 
home, or at public functions at 
bars or uniform gatherings. And 
guess who is likely to be targeted 
first by overzealous cops looking 
to bust people for this bill? House 
Bill HR 4282 - This bill amends 
title 18, US Code, with respect 
to police badges, and would 
criminalize the wearing, own¬ 
ership, transportation 
etc. of law enforcement 
badges. The full text of 
the bill is available at 
http://www.bairdco. 
com/hr4282draft.htm.” 

If you read the 
above paragraphs 
carefully, you will 
note that “badges,” 
not “uniforms,” are tar¬ 
geted by the proposed legislative 
ban. Some people erroneously 
translated the message to mean 
the banning of uniforms, when in 
fact uniforms are not mentioned 
at all.

The bill was introduced by 
California Representative Steve 
Horn (R-38th District-Lake- 
wood). Rep. Horn is alleged to 
have a very strong positive 
record on discrimination is¬ 
sues relating to sexual 
orientation, so it is fair to 
assume he isn’t pushing 
the legislation to target 
gay uniform/badge 
fetishists. Rather, he 
seems to be going 
after criminals who 
impersonate law en¬ 
forcement by wearing 
police badges when committing 
crimes. Horn’s bill has 13 co¬ 
sponsors, and it’s also supported 
by the National Fraternal Order of 
Police (email: natfop@wizard 
.net). 


An in-depth story by Timothy 
Rodriguez on this bill appears in 
another section of this issue of 
B.A.R.y but Mr. Mangels urges 
concerned individuals to contact 
their representatives to express 
opposition to this legislation. You 
should stress in your contact that 
the bill either be amended to in¬ 
clude common sense safeguards 
for legitimate badge collectors, or 
eliminated in its entirety. Get your 
representative’s address by click¬ 
ing on www.voxpop.org/classic/ 
index.morph.
